Certainly 
every intelligent man must know that 
agricultural colleges and experimental 
stations are established in nearly every 
state and territory in the Union. These 
institutes are annexatione to the col- 
legee and stations. 

Truly, “Necessity is the mother of 
invention.“ These institutes fof col- 
lecting and distributing information of 
every character touching the farmers’ 
interests have not always existed. 

Why bave they been established! 
To meet growing demands and solve 
knotty questions of national import 
ance upon which the proper manage- 
ment of evil depends. 

Every generation bas new problems 
to solve, and if we keep pace with the 
times we must be ready and prepared 
for emergencies. 

Not long since our guvernment had 
thousands cf acresof fertile eoil to hand 
out to the asker free of cost. The 
abundance of plant food in the new 
soil was sufficient to grow enormous 
crops. Demands abroad were not so 
great as they now are. s 

We had plenty of rich land which 
easily supplied all bome demands and 
we were content to live within our 
selves. Now we are feeding nearly one 
third the world’s inhabitants 

Our slouchy system of farming bas 
depleted the soil, increased demands 
abroad have created new markets and 
we find ourselves face to face with 
serious questions of national import- 
ance.

ferent parts of the country to give the 
benefit of theirexpericnce. Knowledge, 
costly in many instances, given to us 


free, which we cannot afford to be 
without 


Men engaged in a profession which 
so seriovely affects the prosperity of the 
nation, cannot afford to let these op 
portunities pass unused. It doean't do 
to be slow to grasp new ideas, We are 
so fond of our pet notions and simple 
ways of doing things, that frequently 
our minds are shut to reason, and farm- 
ers are contented with the old ways, 
while new methods and new machinery 


are revolutionizing the agricultural 
world. 


Mer awaken to the fact that each of 
us is responsible to our posterity for the 
way weconduct the intereste we now 
represent. If we are proud of our State, 
county and home we cannot, morally 
apeaking, lose one chance of gaining 
knowledge that will affect the interest 
of either of the three.

MORE POLITICAL HISTORY 


Some Recent But All Modern. Where 
Would The Republican Party Be With- 
out The Colored Vote? 


Editors of Advertiser. 


Having been somewhat of an issue 
last fall and having received a due 
share of decoration from certain of the 
republican prese, I really thought my 
defeat had eliminated me as an import- 
ant public factor in politics, leaving me 
nevertheless with all the rights and 
obligations of private citizenship to dis- 
cues public men and affairs, 

From the last effusion of the Courier 
one might suppose tha: an election 
campaign wasin full blast. with the 
concomitante of rideld editorials and 
scurrilous cartoons After spesking of 
“Mr. Ellegood’s disappointment,” and 
“his vanity,” hie spleen,“ hie ven 
om,“ “his animus,’’ and embellishing 
him with other like euphoniua adjec- 
tives, it proclaims that his vitupera- 
tion is becoming disgusting and offen- 
sive.” Now that is exceedingly un- 
fortunate, and demands, if true an 
apology to the public, for ‘‘vitupera- 
tion“ is notallowable to any one, but a 
little partizan newspaper editor who 
has nothing elee with which to enter- 
tain and enlighten the public, But who 
was offended and «by? Why should 
any one yelp if not hurt? Were any 
innocent ones offended? Of course 
“The rogue ne er felt the halter draw, 

With good opinion of the law," 

If it were in good form add not of- 
fensive,” I would say that the ‘‘disap 
pointment’’ came before (not because 
of defeat.“ from conduct that seemed 
impossible to me, while a d: feat was, 
under the circumstances, one of the 
very probable and some said certain 
results. But what cares the public for 
the disappointments of a defeated can- 
didate or for the Couriers opinion of 
his motive. Why did this doughty 
editor and champion of a pure ballot 
interject the individuality of a defeat- 
ed candidate into the discussion of the 
corrupt political condition, and the 
relation of the Democraticand Repub 
lioan parties to this condition, except 
to divert the public attention. Let the 
people have discursion of facts not 
“vituperation,” agitation and not stag- 
nation, publicity and not concealment, 
then some good may be acoomplished. 

This prophet of political righteous 
ness and forerunner to proclaim thw 
coming of honest elections, by a com- 
tinuance of bribery closes by saying, 
We wonder if Mr. Ellegood will be 
sô clamorous next fall It so we have 
considerable information to impart te 


him.“ If this relates to democratic 
evil doings why notout with it and let 
the public know it, ashe intimates that 
he is in the confidence of Democrate; if 
it is information“ relating to republi- 
can corrupt practices why conceal it. 
As the recognized mouthpiece of the 
republican congressman and organiza- 
tion he must be in the confidence of the 
latter. Now he and his party are long“ 
on sincerity and terribly afraid that 
Democrats will beat them at their 
own game.“ as evidenced from last fall. 
Does not this organ of anti-bribery say 
in ite last editorial ‘‘the evils of bribery 
we all decry and the Republicans 
would co operate gladly with the Dem- 
ocrats in any sincere effort towards 
securing pure elections.” Now that 
sounds like a ‘sincere’ declaration 
that if Democrats are not honest, Re- 
publicans will not be, Indeed this 
sincerity impels him to inform the 
honest pesple that “the Republicans 
do not propose now, any more than they 
proposed last fall to lay down their 
arms. “(does that mean boodle)” and 
let the Democrats work their own 
sweet will at the lections. That is 
certainly an open admission of a ‘hold 
up“ of “arma,” if not of bande, at the 
last election andof an intention to do 
likewise at the next unless Democrats 
oo operate, Now if a Demecrat was to 
write that the Republicans have a code 
of political morals by which men are 
justified in looting the people, corrupt 

ing their morale and taking criminal 
and dishonorable advantage at elec- 
tions, because some others do so, be 
might well be said to be ‘disgusting 
and offensive." Does it not suggest 
that those who live in glass houses 
should not” forget to pull down the 
curtains and put out the lights. 

This same teacher of political ethics 
saye the Republicans “have on several 
ocoasions endeavored to cooperate with 
Democrate in securing pure elections.“ 
When and where we ak? A brief re 
view of political history in Wicomico 
may recall some events. The Repub- 
licah Congresaman and Courier editor 
were in full membership and confidence 
of the Demooratio party prior to 1606, 
We oan therefore begin with that date. 
They will no doubt recall the effort 
Democrata made that year to convince 
them of “sincere efforts“ by divers ar- 
rests for bribery. In 1807, matters 
went ones usual, In 1606 ho knew 
that the Republican candidate for Con- 
grosa did not meet the Democratic and 
Prohibition candidates at Easton, 
though all were especially invited to be 
there and cooperate. The election of 
1600 was a battle with all the arms“ 
of warfare {known to the practical pol- 
itlelan. In 1000, the Democrate used 
no money. The campalen of 1901 was 
one of the usual sort, But I may be 
dgrmitted to say that I wrote an open 


letter to the Central Committees of the 
three parties to know if they would 
meet and organize to suppress bribery. 
Favorable replies were received from 
the Democratic and Prohibition Com- 
mittees, but at this writing none has 
been received from the Republican 
Com mittee. 

The effort in 1902, of the Democratic 
organization to cooperate, and then the 
effort “without waiting for coopera- 
tion“ is an open book, read of all men. 

This editor says “we confess we have 
lost beart.” So have a good many 
others lost all hope of Republican re- 
form es long as that party is organized 
and lead by quondam Democratic 
boodiers. This hopelesaness is one of 
things of which we have been trying to 
convince honest Republicans, of whom, 
in the aggregate there are nota few, 
but we fear not enough to leaven the 
lump. Now if we lose heart with the 
Democratic party, the ocase is truly 
hopeless, and decent men of all parties 
had as well retire from active politics 
and save themselves from the coarse 
cartoonists, and the editors who de 
not propose to go into argument on 
this subjeot’’ but content themselves 
with personal attacks upon men's 
“animus,” of whose motives they have 
no more apprehension, than does the 
sailfish rabble who always cry ‘crucify 
him,” and who have no more apprecia- 
tion of the sincerity of men than does 
the politician ‘ in politics for what there 
is in it.“ Jas. E. ELLAOOO D.

FAITH IN HONEST POLITICS. 


James E. Ellegood, who made a clean 
and gallant, but a loosing, fight against 
the forces of corruption im the First 
Congressional District of Maryland 
saat fall, has not been made bitter by 
his defeat, He still believes in reform 
and believes that his party is the party 
to bring about clean politics in Mary- 
land. In a letter in the SALISBURY 
ADVEKTISER he gives bis views as to 
how the Democratic party of that dis- 
tiot can destroy political corruption. 
It is, in a nutshell, by continuing to 
put up clean men for office, discoun- 
tenancing bribery and all other crook- 


od political practices and enforcing the 
law. 


Mr. Ellegood assumes that the case 
of the republican party in his district 
is hopeless.

Mr. Ellegood has undoubtedly stated 
the right principle. Reform can never 
be brought about by fighting money 
with money in politics, If a party 
persists in honesty until the clean peo- 
ple of any community come to believe 
it bonest, it must finally win, if capa- 
bly handled. The majority of the peo- 
ple of almost every community believe 
iu clean. government, and the party 
that can be trusted to give it is certain 
of Anal triumph.

The Kind You Hare Almaya Baugh 
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THE MASH FEED, 


A Poattrymnn Whose Expcericace Is 
Againat Ite Une. 

I see quite often your remarks lu re- 

gard to feeding, always speaking about 
how very Important a mash is lu a ra- 
tion. I am going to give you my expe 
rience. 
+ I fed a mash for two years, always 
fed at noon, for the reason that when 
fed in the morning hens would sit 
around during the coldest part of the 
day. So I fed mixed grain lu straw 
fitter mornings and kept hens hustling; 
at noon fed mash; at night wheat or, 
when very cold, whole corn. Now near- 
ly every one who writes about rations 
says you must feed maSh. I conclud- 
ed it used up valuable time mixing, 
placing in trays and going around to 
see if any had been left. I could not 
do it in less than an hour and a half, 

I baye not fed a mash now for two 
years and have decided to my satisfac 
tion that it ls a waste of time, of which 
a man has none too much if he looks 
after his hens as he ought. I gathered 
last year 6,000 more eggs than I ever 
did while feeding mash from not quite 
as many hens, and the larger part one 
and two year old hens. 

This winter I have fed grain twice a 
day, the same morning and evening, 
using plenty of straw litter. Every- 
thing the hens had they had to scratch 
for. I have no given amount to feed. 
I gè among my different pens and give, 
according to how hungry they seem to 
be, and if by picking over the straw I 
find grain they go without until they 
scratch it out. I feed about one-third 
cracked corn, one-third whole wheat, 
one-third oats; when very cold, give 
whole corn at night, about three times 
a week. I also feed ground bone every 
other day and cabbage. I put away 
enough cabbage in the fall to last until 
green stuff comes again in the spring 
and cure clover and feed just os you 
would to a horse, and they clean it all 
up but the very large stems. They 
have access to shells, grit and charcoal 
at all timea.—Cor. Practical Farmer.

Goose Livers For Epicares. 

The fattening of goose In large num- 
bers after the French plan of convert- 
lug a large part of the carcass Into dis- 
eased liver for the favorite epicurean 
dainty, pate de fol gras, or congested 
liver, bas been tried In Rhode Island 
with very unfavorable resulte. One 
feeder lost 3.000 from congestion of the 
liver within a week, and the state ex- 
periment station Investigated the dis- 
ease and called it “goose septicemia” 
and recommended as a prevention that 
the sardine-like confinement be aban- 
doned and the geese permitted to graze 
more or less. But these feeders do not 
want to prevent the disease, but want 
to know at what period thercot to mar- 
ket or kill. In the case referred to they 
postponed marketing at lenst one day 
too long. But we cannot sce what dif- 
ference that ought to make. If the dis~, 
eased livers nre good for eplcurea who 
ape French customs, why should not 
these that dle of the disease be just as 
good, especially after putrefaction has 
set in. The genuine French epicure 
wants his goose “ripened” until It 
turns green. Why should they object 
to putrid livers and why should Amert- 
cana imitators of French customs ob- 
ject?—Farm and Ranch 


Cowpens For Poaltry. 

Home and Farm gives this method of 
feeding cowpens to poultry: “In each 
case the bens after maturity were har- 
vested and stored in dry lofta and 
thrown to the fowls in scratching pens, 
where they were seratched over and 
searched for during the whole day. 
After n few days the egg supply very 
visibly increased and within a few 
weeks almost doubled that from an 
equal number of hens kept in separate 
Quarters und fed on otber grains. The 
hens seemed to tke the small branches 
and leaves, and woold eat every parti- 
ele except the hard. «tiff stems. The 
general health of the fock was excel- 
lent. and not n single ben showed the

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GOOD ROAD NOTES. 


fhe Improrement of Highways In 
Various States. 

The council of Hammonton, N. J., 
has passed an ordinance allowing a re- 
bate of $1 in taxes for each wheel on 
a wagon having a tire four inches or 
more in width. It has been found by 
test that vehicles with broad tires do 
not damage the gravel roads aè much 
as the narrow tires, and to make the 
change popular among farmers, the re- 
bate in taxes has been Inaugurated. 

At Farmington, Me., it js stated that 
the ladies of that vic „some thir- 
teen in number, held a “bee” and put a 
piece of road of about one mile in the 
best condition it was ever in, It is re- 
ported that they came early, armed 
with shovels, rakes, hoes and wheel- 
barrows, and labored the entire day. 
It is said that a woman surveyor of 
highways in that town is to be elected 
another spring. 

A novel method of ralsing money to 
repair roads has been adopted in Su- 
perior, Neb. The Commercial club has 

o get up a minstrel show and 
devote the proceeds to repairing the 
roads in the river bottoms which were 
destroyed by the overflowing of the 
Republican river the past summer, 

The road question is being agitated 
in Tullahoma, Tenn., and vicinity. At 
a recent meeting one farmer stated 
that he had sustained a loss of $800 by 
not being able to get his corn to mar- 
ket owing to bad roads. He thought 
it time that they were improved. Oth- 
er farmers were of the same opinion, 
and it is expected that the agitation 
will result in improving roads in that 
section. 

Joplin, Mo., has excellent roads lead- 
ing from it in every direction. About 
$25,000 a year is spent on an average. 
Bome $150,000 has been spent during 
the past six years. The funds for the 
work come mainly from the saloon 
taxes, every saloon in the district be- 
ing compelled to pay $520 to the fund. 
Ten per cent on each $100 of taxable 
valuation in the district Is the only 
additional means of revenue. — Good 
Roads Magazine.

California County Alive te the Value 
of Beautifal Roads.

Joaquin Valley Commercial association 
in Merced the committee on resolutions 
reported in favor of adopting the fol- 
lowing: 

Whereas, Nothing adda more beauty to 
a farming country than appropriate shade 
trees along its highways, and, whereas, 
there is a notable absence of such trees 
along the roadways of the San Joaquin 
valley; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That each organization In the 
Ban Joaquin valley be urged to set aside 
a day to be known,as Arbor day, making 
the same a holiday, and to invite the 
population of each respective community 
to turn out en masse on that day for the 
purpose of planting shade trees along the 
roads in its respective neighborhood. 
Ways and means for the purchase of ap- 
propriate trees and for the defraying of 
incidental expenses should be raised by 
popular subscription or otherwise, as 
soems most judicious. 

The different organizations in the 
valley, says the San Francisco Chron- 
icle, were urged to bend every effert 
toward effecting a betterment of the 
public ronda.

Chicago, Feb. 1.—In this sermon 
| Pastor Talmage, while not excusing 
| the prodigal, throws a new and search- 
| ing light upon the character and con- 

duct of the elder brother of the famous 
| parable. The text Is Luke xv, 28, “And 
| he was angry.” 

Who was the prodigal’s elder broth- 
| or? “1 know who be Is,” answers some 
one. “I see him almost every day of 
my life. He is the bonest, upright son 
who stays at home and gets no credit 
for being good; be is the respectable 
plodder of the family who does most 
of the hard work in the office, in the 
store and on the farm and then has the 
extreme pleasure of seeing all the 
young girls run after his dissolute 
younger brother merely because that 
brother is driving fast horses and sow- 
ing his ‘wild oats." The elder brother 
is the son who is always sober and yet 
receives be not one extra dollar from 
his parents us a reward, while the 
drunken son of the family is continual- 
ly receiving extra money to get his 
clothes out of pawn, so that he may 
have another start in life. The elder 
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Greases for the winter parties, yet he 
never has a party given for him. He 
never had a fatted calf killed that he 
might entertain his friends, though for 
years he has cared for the cattle by 
day and bas seen that they were prop- 
erly milked at night. He is the ‘good 
boy Who never had a fine ring put on 
his finger. The folks laughed at his 
horny fingers, which were knotted from 
handling the plow and wielding the 
hoe and the ax. His feet were never 
measured for dancing slippers because 


| his sandals were always soiled and 
| dirt begrimed. 
\ ing in the felda. 


He was always work- 
The drunkards, the 
profligates, the midnight carousers, the 
libertines and tbe associates of lewd 
companions are the ones who, when 
they reform. bave the smiles and the

elder brothers who hare never done

lots of fun in being a repentant prod- 
igal. There Is no fun in always being 
a goody, goodly boy, who never gets the 
fatted calf killed for bis benefit.” “My 
sympathies bave always been witb the 
elder brother in the parable,” once 
Paxton, the great New 
York preacher, and the popular sym- 
pathy of the world from time imme- 
morin! bas been with the elder brother 
of my text and not with the repentant 
herder of the swine, who returned Ip 
rags and as a beggar to his father’s 
house. 
Two Kinds of Faults. 

tut neither of the brothers le por 
trayed ns an example. Both were 
bad, thongh in different ways, We eas 
ily tee the faults of the younger broth- 
er: they were open and senndstous:; but 
the foults of the elder brother. being 
decorously covered up by dutiful con- 

duct, nre not so easily recognised. Io 
estimating character on God's lines we 
bave to ask not only what a man has 
done, but what he is. Menanness and 
unbrotherllhe and cruelty In the beart 
deface a man's character as indelibly 
as open iniquity. They make men, as 
Christ anid, like “whited sepulchera, 
which indeed appear benutiful outward, 
but are within full of dead men's bones 
and of all unclennness.” Therefore 1 
place my chief emphasis upon the sin- 
ful life of the elder brother, to show 
that the so called respectable sins of 
self rightcousness are of all sins the 
Most to be dreaded and that it ts the 
duty of the preacher to warn his bear- 
ers against them. 

The elder brother is the modern Phar 
isee, who thanks God that be Is not as 
other men. He complacently looks 
upon the drunkard and the social out- 
east and the pauper and says to his 
friends: “Just look ut me. | never had 
any more sdvantages than those peo 
ple have bad. | was of a bigh strong, 
impetuous nature, yet | never would 
let my eri) desires get the better of 
me. | have never been drank. I bave 
never run op a bill | was unable to 
pay. | never was a frequenter of the 
clubs, nor a convivial associate of mid- 
night carousers. Indeed, to be frank 
with you, | have Just about as good 
opinion of my morai attainments as 
Prince Ulstourck had of bis «kill in 
statesmanship, When sone one asked 
the iron Clatwelior who he thought 
was the brniniest statesnuu: to all 
Europe, Wistiarck replied Modesty 
forWids my stating who le the broaintest, 
because then I milglt have to mention 
my owu name Unt g am perfectly 
willing to »tate that Benjaminu Dis 
rue in without dht the ond 
ablest stateunan in all Europe” Other 
sainta,” retoarks the pbharixaial elder 
brother. “u iw toy equal ta amoral 
attainments, bul lum sure there la bo 
superior in all the world to my humble 
self,”

there are more wAys than one of break 
log the mom! mwl the spiritual laws 
Shylock. tie ontmged Jew, may have 
been legally un bonorable mau, bet in 
the sight of God and of the commualty 
in which be ved Shylock was a fend 
and ù murderer at heart, Like a pan 
ther crouching among the long greases 
of the African prairie, waiting for the 
ume he could spring upon a helpless 
antelope, Shylock was longing for the 
lime when be could lay Antonio s 
rorpee at bis foet. 

A Defect ta Character. 

Eider brothers, you have no ground 
for pride it the restraint that has kept 
you from prodigality i» itself a defect 
of character. Itis true that you have 
not gone off ns a prodigal into a far 
country of sin. You have not given a 
midnight banquet and started your 
young friends on the path to a drunk 
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amis grave by teaching tnem bow to 
bury their lips in the red polson of the 
wine cup. You may have been too 
atingy for that; you may have been so 
mean and stingy that there is no fear 
that you would drink a glass of wipe 
or smoke a cigar unless some one else 
paid for it. It is not principle that 
saves some men from going to destruc- 
tion by the broad highway of disso, 
luteness, but penuriougness. They hold 
on to every dollar they have and are 
too stingy to spend a cent. They keep 
thelr money as long as they can and 
never give a cent to a friend unless 
they make that friend give them a first 
class security and pay full interest, 
But, my so called respectable and up- 
right pharisaical friend, though you 
are not a prodigal, you may be a usur- 
er. an extortioner and a slanderer. You 
mey be a robber of the poor widow's 
mite and a contemptible tyrant in your 
dealings with your debtors and your 
en:ployees. You may be a peddler of 
evil reports and a murderer of your 
neighbor's reputation, You may be 
one of those keen, cold automatons 
without one drop of human kindness 
in your heart. You may be so merci- 
less In your dealings with, mankind 
that you will not stop for one moment 
to consider the and causes which led 
your friends Into ain or into financial 
difficulty, And, elder brother, if your 
faults are meanness ard avarice, though 
you may have never violated the crim- 
inal code of your state, you are at heart 
a sinful monster, a financial tyrant; 
you are at heart a merciless calumnia- 
tor. God despises your unrepented sins 
just as much as he despises the sins of 
the prodigal in the far country. 

Satan is no nenrer being a Christian 
gentleman. for dressing himself in 
broadcloth. The bangman's noose is no 
leas fatal for being deftly placed about 
the doomed throat by white fingers 
a-clitter with diamond rings. Because 
you, oh, elder brother, stay at home 
and live under your father’s roof, that 
is no reason why you may not be living 
10,000 miles away from your father’s 
love. 1 do not believe there ld a more 
contemptible character painted in all 
the word pictures of the Bible than this 
cold blooded, unforgiving, sneering, 
carping elder brother, who was ready 
to take every advantage be could over 
his fellow men if he could only do so 
without disobeying the letter of the 
law. Instead of being drunk with 
wine be was intoxicated with self con- 
ceit and selfishness. Instead of being 
a beggar or corning his bread by tend- 
ing swine he was ready to unkennel the 
bloodhounds of vindictive rancor, which 
would tear n repentant brother limb 
from limb. 

A Despicable Spirit. 

The elder brother thinks that bis Di- 
vine Father's house ls not big enough 
to hold two sons. He feels that if bis 
brother ls allowed to come back the re- 
turning prodigal will crowd him out of 
some room which rightfully belongs to 
him. He says to himeelf: “There is 
that drunken loafer of a boy. He has 
tnken his one-half of the property; now 
be ls coming back to ent up part of my 
half. I know that father is so kind 
hearted that be will give part of my 
rightful loheritance to tbis lazy spend- 
thrift, this boon companion of dissolute 
characters. If be bas speot his all, 
then let Lim starve. That is Just what 
he deserves. He has no right coming 
Luck, to be a vampire upon my prop 
erty.” So the selfish elder brothers in 
many of our large churches refuse to 
let the prodigals come amoug them and 
will not allow them to be received ns 
equals in their Father's house They 
seem to think that the advent of the 
poor and outcast means their own 0 
cial extinction and thelr spiritual de 
basement. 

Where cau the despienble, pbharisalc- 
al spirit of the elder brother bo found 
more conspicuous than in some of your 
modern Sunday school classes? Oh,“ 
say the well dressed young giris of that 
class, “you are not golng to put that 
poor girl in our class, Why, it will 
ruin the whole class! You can’t expect 
the daughters of millionaires to nsso- 
clate with sewing girls even in a Sup- 
day school.“ Where can you find a 
more despicable, pharisaical spirit than 
in the missionary life of some of our 
large city churches? There are many 
large and wealthy churches that are 
supporting missions In the foul slums 
of the city, yet whose members would 
not for one instant allow the poor to 
sit in their own pews or krcel at their 
communion tables, And. mark you, 
this pharisaicn! spirit of old Is got only 
found among the rich, but also among 
the poor. Some years ago the Avon- 
dale church of Cincinnati, of which the 

Rev. Charles F. Goss is pastor, tried 
to run a mission in the slums. Dr. 
Goss declared that that mission had 
to be abandoned because of the phar 
isaleal spirit which was to be found 
there among the poor, There. even 
among the mgs and sins of poverty. 
he found there were classes, Sinful 
men and women would not asaociate 
with each other because rome of them 
thought thelr own rage were \ittle 
cleaner ood better than thelr neigh 
bor’s rag. Ko all through the church 
and the work! you And thia contempt! 
ble apirit of ‘the elder brother. We 
find so entled Christian men and wom 
eo who protest agninat the prodigal's 


return becnnse they fenar the youuger |

The elder brother never longa to gut- 
isfy the elne cravings of bis father's 
love. I Larve no sympathy with some 
ef the excuses that are made for that 
prodigal sou. I have no sympathy with 
those who declare that young men are 
led astray into the far country of sin 
beeause they have generous impulses 
and abnormal affections and therefore 
cannot say no to the tempter. That 
prodigal was an ingrate, every way you 
take him. He wasa selfish, contempti- 
bie, dissolute rake. No man is large 
hearted who will take a friend to a 
saloon or open a bottle of wine at a 
club when in order to do it he makes 
bis owa children go hungry and dress 
in rage No generous bearted young 
man will go into the far country of sin 
and recklessly squander bis money 
when at (he same time be knows that 
his old father is woeping at home, with 
his eyes a fountain of tears; but, though 


ness, ne would have rejoiced for his 
father’s eake if he had not been selfish 
and would not have tried to stab the 
old man to the heart. Did he not say 
in effect: Les, we shall drive that dis- 
solute debauchee back to his swine 
trough. Then we can have the pleas- 
ure of seeing father again restlessly 
pacing the floor through the long, 
weary hours of the night." Did he not 
want to hear that dear, old, gentle, for- 
giving father again moan over his way- 
ward boy as David mourned over his 
dead son Absalom? 

It that elder brother had been the 
right kind of a son, he would have seen 
what joy came into the father’s heart 
at the return of Nis repentant son. He 
would have immediately sald: “What 
difference does money make if I can 
only make father happy? Away with 
the question of dollars and cents if my 
brother's return is only a true return.” 
So every Christian today, if he is the 
right kind of a Christian, does not 
think about the social condition of his 
repentant fellow man. He Immediately 
says, when the publican bows at the 
mercy seat: Oh, the joy and the rap- 
ture of heaven. Oh, the look of tri- 
umphant love which is upon my Divine 
Father's face. Oh, the celestial music 
which In great tidal waves of sound is 
rolling through the golden boulevards 
of the New Jerusalem. Ob, the an- 
celle voices In heaven which are every- 
were shouting the glad tidings: ‘The 
prodigal has returned! The prodigal 
has returned to his Father's house!“ 

The Lack of Faith, 

The elder brother's conduct also 
shows a lack of faith in his father. He 
refuses to believe that his Divine Fa- 
ther's love is powerful enough to 
change a sinner into a salut. Infidelity 
often intrenches Itself in the pew and 
behind the church pulpit. Some church 
members, aud some ministers of the 
gospel, are only theorizing when they 
profess to believe that Jesus Christ can 
pardon sin. They profess to believe 
that’ Christ can transform the seven 
deviled Marys into the Marys who are 
willing to sit at his feet and worship, 
but these skeptical eder brothers go 
forth into the great, wide, sinful world 
and by their practical behavior scatter 
their Ideal spiritual theorles to the four 
winds. 

When the reformed drunkard comes 
home, they cry out: “What is the good 
of letting that unprincipled loafer into 
the house? He is just like other drunk- 
ards. He is only repenting for a little 
while eo that he may get some money 
out of us and go forth on another 
spree. Drive him out at once. Let 
him go to the poorhouse, where he be 
longs.” When the young girl who has 
led a dissolute life wants to lead a 
pure life, instead of finding the willing 
arms of forgiveness beld out to ber by 
her elder sisters she finds only the shut 
doors of a contemptuous rebuke. Why? 
Because the cynig! elder sisters do 
not belleve that a prodigal woman with 
a-biack pust can ever, even by divine; 
power, be changed into a salnted wom- 
an with a spotiess future. The crim- 
inal bas served his penitentiary term 
and Is liberated from the stone cell. Is 
the grent world at large ready to for- 
give him and receive him back Into 
honorable employment it be repents? 
Oh, no! The elder brothers and elder 
sisters are so bitter against the ex-con- 
victs that many a repentant one has 
deliberately returned to bis criines be 
cause he could carn a living lu uo otd- 
er way Vhon a visiting minister, 
some years ngo. asked a convict If he 
would not like to be free, this nuswer 
wns given: “Why should | want to be 
free? is the honest world ready to re 
celve me with an outstretched uand of 
love? No. In the world's eyes the 
striped sult of the convict always coy- 
ers a beart of total depravity. Decutse 
I have once done wrong the world is 
pevrr willlug to belleve that I aw will- 
ing to do right. | must always live an 
outcast. I must die a criminal.” My 
brothers and sisters, can it be possible 
that we do not belleve that the love of 
God is powerful enough to save men? 
Can it be possible that you and 1 do 
not belleve the omnipotent hand of 
Christ ls able to lift the vilest of sin- 
ners out of their sina if they will only 
reach up for that saving hand? Can 
we not have at heart as much faith in 
Christ's power to save n repentant) 
white tman os Robert Moffat bad in 
Christ's power to save ñ repentant | 
black man? Would that we migh* all 
to our dealings with the prodi~ni on 
be like that great African mi- ‘onary 
when he wrote upon the white lenf of 
a young girls aum these sugyestive | 
words

The elder brother does not realize | 
fully that bis Divine Father is show- 
ing more magnanimity in bearing with | 
his respectable meanness than in wel- 
coming back the repentent prodigal 
boy. I feel sorry for the wife who la 
married to n drunkard or to n gambler 
or to n dissolute clubman. That must 
be a ert lang cross for a mother to car- 
ry for (he anke of her children—to feel 
chat for the baby’s welfare she’ must 
associate with a man from whom the 
law courts of the land would give ber 
a divorce If she only presented her evi- 
dence. But, though this may be true, 
1 feel almost as sorry for a wife who 
has to live with one of those cross 
grained, sneering, irritating, fault fnd- 
ing, Jealous busbands who are wearing 
out end sapping away the life and hap- 
piuess of many a home I mean a wife 
who has to live with one of these beart- 
less, brutal men who go around with 
soft voices nud smiling faces and yet 
are as merciless as a hornet thrusting 
a sting; T mean a wife who has to live 
with a man who considers every day 
wastod undes he is able to overreach 
somebody and yet will do the over- 
reaching tn such a polite and deferen- 


tial way that his vietim ean say noth- 
ing and have no recourse to justice, 
But there is no need of my going on 
and further describing this hypocritical 
class, You have a representation of 
that class in the character of the elder 
brother. He is to be seen everywhere, 
He is to be seen inside the church as 
well as outside, And yet the good ta- 
ther in the parable of the prodigal son 
was ready to spénk just as forgivingly 
to his elder somas to the younger. 


The Father's Forgiveness. 


ger, but with (Le elder, son. When the 
servant came in and told the fa- 
ther that his cider boy was un- 
filially and unbrotherly, ti father did 
not lose his patience. Wè did not send 
a peremptory command te his elder 
son to come to him at once, as be had 
a right to do, but, as a servant, he left 
the banquet ball. He went out into 
the darkness of the night and placed 
his arm gently about his sinful elder 
son’s neck, as he answered in a plead- 
ing, yearning voice, ‘Son, thou art ever 
with me, and all that I have is thine.’ 
That is as much as to say; ‘My boy, 
my dear boy, I am not trying to do you 
any injustice. I shall not take away 
any of your inheritance. All that I have 
is yours, What I long for is for the 
loye and the purity of my children. I 
want my two boys to be always by my 
side, Come, my child; come back to 
your father’s love. Come back into the 
old homestead which I have prepared 
for you.“ Oh, that answer to me is 
beautiful! That answer is the sweet- 
est, gentlest, most loving and yet most 
pleading rebuke ever spoken by the 
lips of any of the characters of the 
Bible. That is a Christ love pleading 
for you and for me to come into the 
Father's house and nestle as a lamb 
in his bosom. 

But, after all, the most Impressive 
part of the elder brother's history 1s 
the abrupt way in which the parable 
ends. There is no doubt the younger 
son was forgiven. No doubt the repent- 
ant prodigal was able to enjoy the reat 
and the home pleasures of the father’s 
house. But how about that cynical, 
self satisfied and complaining elder 
brother? Did he ask forgiveness of 
his father? Did he go into the ban- 
quet where the feast was being cele- 
brated? I do not know. I cannot tell. 
The parable ends with the earnest plea 
of the father. We must take the rest 
as we will. Personally I have my 
doubts about the salvation of that eld- 
er brother. It is sometimes far easier 
for the sinner down in the slums to 
come to Christ than for the rich son 
living in a luxurious palace. A Lon- 
don missionary was one night called up 
to go to a dying girl. This wayward 
child at the time was living in a disso- 
jute bouse. When the missionary en- 
tered the room, he found a sinful sis- 
ter holding in ber arms the head of 
the dying girl, and sbe was saying: 
“Jennie, it is all right. Put your love 
and trust in Jesus. He died for just 
such sinful giris os we are. Jennie, put 
your faith in Jesus Christ.” Yes, we 
can all feel that Christ died for the 
prodigal son, but it is awfully bard 
for some of the sinful elder brothers 
and sisters to feel that it was neces- 
sary for Jesus Christ to die for them 
and their sins. My elder brother in 
sin, are you going to stay out of your 
Father's house? Are you goling to re- 
fuse to put your faith in Christ and 
come into the marringe banquet of the 
Lamb?

Good and Bad Politics. 

Messrs Editors;—One of the em 
barrassing and painful features of an 
antibribery campaign is the feeling, 
that one is criticising the conduct of 
his own party friends, and also his 
personal friends in both parties; men of 
the highest standing and greatest in- 
uence in church, in business, and in 
all the other relations of life; men 
whose private lives are above reproach; 
men whose word jg their bond“. But 
within the domain of party politics, 
seem to feel intuitively that they are 
an object ofsuspicion and consequently 
suspect others whe come within the 
same contagious atmosphere, and man- 
age by a mysterious process of casuis- 
try, to furnish an excuse for doing that 
which they admit is criminal and 
dangerour, Now why should it be 
offensive“ to “call aspade a spade? 
How can we criticise a crime and not 
condemn the criminal? Why should a 
corrupt condition be held up for pub- 
lic examination, and the promoters of 
it concealed? Physicians do not stop 
with diagnoses, but they try to find 
the disease producer and attack it.

It is allowable to ‘decry bribery’’, but 
not tocondemn thelriber. Conditions 
have no sensibilities to be hurt, and 
can’t be fined or imprisoned. 

If a bank is broken open anda vault 
blown up, the repairs may be made,— 
but whyarrest the bank robber! The 
wounded sensibilities of the James 
boys and Harry Tracey ought by all 
means to have been respected, while 
their victims ought to have kept out of 
danger.

The steamer Madiana, owned by the 
Quebec Steamship Company and com- 
manded by Capt. Fraser, which sailed 
from New York on February 7 with a 
party of touriste fora cruise through 
the West Indies by way rf Bermuda, 
went on a reef tothe westward of North 
Rock early Tuesday morning. The ves- 
sel lies in a dangerous position and 
will probably be a total wreck. Pas- 
eeng:rs, including Mr. L. W. Gunby 
and Mr. Walter B. Miilér, of Salisbury, 
had a thrilling experience 

The Madiana saiied hence on Satur- 
day on her cruise which was to have 
lasted about thirty four days. After 
leaving Bermuda she was scheduled to 
stop at San Juan, St. Croix, Ponce, Fort 
de France, Martinique, St. Lucia, St. 
Vincent, Demerara, Dominica, St 
Kitts, Santiago de Cuba and Havana. 

The steamer had rough weather on 
the passage, but nothing unusual oc- 
curred until Tuesday morning. For 
some reason the light on Gibb’s Hill 
was not seen by the steamer, and while 
running on what was supposed to be 
her proper course she struck the reef 
at 38.45 o'clock. 

All the passengers were asleep when 
the vessel struck and considerable 
excitement and slarm, though not a 
panic, prevailed among the passengers 
when they found that the vessel was 
bard on the rocks, but the officers went 
among them and calmed them. A part 
of the crew did not share the coolness 
of the Officers, but the latter soon re 
stored order among the troublesome 
seamen. 

Immediately the steamer, grounded, 
signal rockets were sent up. but though 
they were seen ashore assistance could 
not be sent until after daylight. 

As soon asthe Madisana lost her head- 
way, the sea, which was running very 
high, began to break over her. Almost 
everything movable on deck was swept 
overboard and the engine skylights 
were broken. Five minutes -after she 
struok the engine room was filled with 
water, as were also the cabins and for- 
ward compartments, 

At the first shock and during the 
strain of waiting hours the passengers 
are reported to bave bebaved sopien 
didly. As eoon as it was light enough 
for boats to approach the reefs a num- 
ber of ocean-going tugs went to the 
assistance of the Madiana. A heavy 
sea, however, wae running, and they 
dared not approach too closely to the 
reef on which the Madiana was pound- 
ing. 

For some time no communication 
with the Madiana was possible, The 
tag Gladisfen stood about a mile off 
awaiting an opportunity to assist, but 
it was not until 11 o'clock Tuesday 
morning that it became possible to 


| effect a rescue. 


The crew of the Madiana launched a 
boat, but it could not live in the sea 
then running, and was dashed to pieces 
against the steamer's side. A second 


and more successful attempt was made 
a little later, and some of the passengers 
wore lowered into it, and after much 
exerti-n it succeeded in reaching the 
Gladisfen, The Madiana's other life- 
boats were then launched in succession, 
and the remainder of the passengers 
and the captain and the crew gained 
the salvage tug in safety. The mails 
were also safely transferred to the tugs, 
which landed them at Hamilton at4 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon, Nobody 
was injured and all the rescued are 
well, 

The officers judged that there was no 
chance of the steamer being saved and 
therefore, decided to abandon her, The 
baggage of the passengers, which was 
taken out by small boats, was saved 
with much difficulty. 

The passengers speak highly of the 
conduct of the officers and crew. 

Mr. Outerbridge, of the Quebec 
Steamship Co., said the exoursionists 
would be brought to New York by the 
steamship Pretoria, which is scheduled 
to sail from Bermuda on Saturday. 
Those who want to stay longer in Ber- 
muda will get fred transportation to 
New York on a steamship sailing later. 
The Quebec line will pay the exoursion- 
iste’ expenses in Bermuda. The Pre- 
toria arrived at Bermuda from New 
York, Tuesday. She ie duo to arrive 
in New York on ber return voyage next 
Tuesday morning.

There is nothing for show 
or grand stand display in Mr. Allen's 
farm, but everything is on a plain, 
practicable, matter-of fact, good, solid 
business basis, Mr. Allen has gathered 
around him about 700 acres of land 
beside a large farm in Somerset, His 
attention is devoted chiefly to the in- 
telligent culture of strawberry plants 
and fruit.

PRUNING THE PLUM. 


Dovero Measures For the Japanese 
and Hybrid Varieties. 

The pruning of the Burbank plum 
tree presents a unique problem. The 
men who are handling this variety with 
more or less success at the present 
time have all adopted severe methods 
of repressive pruning. Each man has 
simply cut back in sheer desperation 
to prevent his Burbank trees from slop- 
ping all over the orchard or from wan- 
dering off to bis neighbor's farm. 

When this severe cutting back Is 
practiced the difficulty Is in some ways 
emphasized. A tree severely cut back, 
as every one knows. will tend to grow 
still more rapidly. The rampant babit 
of the tree is made still worse. So far 
from being a remedy, therefore, heavy 
winter pruning Is a very unsatisfac- 
tory palliative. It ls possible, theoret- 
ically at least, to check this tendency 
toward overgrowth by doing some sum- 
mer pruning. This has actually been 
put into successful practice In some 
cases. I baye done it myself in a small 
way, and J. H. Hale of peach fame 
has done the same thing on a larger 
Scale. It ought not to be very difficult, 
therefore, to strike a balance between 
these two tendencies—that is, between 
winter pruning and summer pruning. 

The plan which I am following until 
1 get a better one ts this: I cut back 
the trees severely each spring. Where 
a growth of four feet bas been made I 
take off all but eighteen Inches In 
fact, it is best to cut back closer than 
that rather than to leave more wood. 
This will depend somewbat on the con- 
dition of the tree, however. The sum- 
mer pruning begins about the middle of 
June in this latitude, or possibly a lit- 
tle earlier, At first the weaker side 
shoots on the Interior of the tree are 
pinched back. These are not the ones 
which cause the difficulty usually, and 
they are therefore frequently over- 
looked. I think It Is best to save them 
in this wey, however, because they 
make the most prolific fruit spurs in 
case they are properly bandied. Cut- 

ting them back this way toa length of 
two to siz inches usually develops a 
large number of fruit buds In this part 
of the tree. 

Later in the season, say July 1 to 10, 
another summer pruning is given. This 
time the growth of the main branches 
is stopped by clipping off the tips. Ina 
few cases entire green shoots are re 
moved, even though they have attained 
a length of three or four feet. This is 
done, however, only in cases where the 
top of the tree seems likely to be 
choked. The object of the principal 
pruning is simply to stop the excessive 
growth of the maln branches. This 
tends to cause the wood to ripen up 
earlier, and it tends also to weaken 
the growing force of the tree. 

This mietbod of pruning. though 
somewhat rougbly outlined, for the 
Burbank plum is applicable to nearly 
all of the Japanese and bybrid varie- 
ties. In fact, it seems to me to be one 
of the necessities for the early future 
that we shall adopt some definite 
scheme of treating these new varieties 
in me such way, although Abun- 
dance, Chabot, Wickson, Gonzales and 
other plums of those classes do not de 
mand attention so urgently as the Bur- 
bank. Yet they are all rank growers 
and all stand in constant need of re 
pressive pruning.—F. A. Waugh. Ver- 
mont, in Rural New Yorker,

The finest needle is not finer than the 
fine jet of oll spray which emerges 
from the pipe ( and is ignited In the 
fire chamber under the grate (4) filled 
with fire brick, beating water in the 
boller (©), and © ts the steam pipe 
which beats the greenhouses. The dis- 
tance between the ol! tanks and the 
boiler may be one-fourth mile If peces- 
sary.—Cor, Rural New Yorker.

WOTRE DAME. = 
The Cathedral Church of Paris Has 
Had Many Hard Blows. 

Placed in the very heart of the soll 
of the ancient city, the Cathedral of 
Notre Dame has experienced blows 
from all the excitements which Paris 
has ever known. It was pillaged in 
1798 at the worst moment of the reyo- 
lution. There were twenty-eight stat- 
ues of kings and holy men in the old 
cathedral. All of these were broken, 
and the altars were upset. It was de- 
cided by the commune that Notre Dame 
ehould be turned into a temple of res- 
son, and a festival was instituted for 
every day. But the madmen of the 
revolution soon grew tired of their fetes 
a la raison, and the religion of reason 
was abolished to be replaced by that 
of the Supreme Being. 

The Cathedral of Our Lady was re 
stored to the Catholica in 1795, since 
when, despite communes and revolu- 
tions, they have been little troubled. 
Indeed, in July, 1830, when Notre Dame 
became a sort of fortress or barricade 
against the insurrection, when the trt- 
colored flag floated from both its tow- 
ers and the archbishop’s palace was 
sacked, the cathedral itself waa not 
harmed. A year or so later the Church 
of St. Germain |'Auxerrois was invad- 
ed and almost ruined. The mob then 
marched on the archbishop’s palace 
and effaced it from the earth, but Notre 
Dame was again respected. The anger 
ot the people was turned into respect 
at its grand facade. 

This cathedral of Paris has been as- 
socthted with nearly every important 
act during the reigns of all the kings. 
as well as with innumerable other cap- 
ital events in the history of France 
which have happened since its first 
erection. How many the kings, the 
queens, the celebrated personages, who 
have come to worship or to pray in 
that sanctuary! How many the polit- 
ical. or religious festivals, of joys or 
sorrows, of dynastic changes and of 
revolutions, which have been brought 
on, 80 to speak, within its naves during 
these nenrly 900 years! Births and 
marriages, the deaths of sovereigns, 
the coronations of kings and emperors, 
the blessing of flags, prayers for bat- 
tles gained and for peace proclaimed— 
these are a few of the many things 
witnessed at Notre Dame. 

Louls XIV. decorated Notre Dame 
with his pretentious magnificence, and 
he tapestried it inside and out with 
standards taken from the enemy in al- 
most every land, but in it was also 
feted his sad treaty of Rastadt. The 
revolution broke down its altars, and 
harlotry scrambled in the ancient sanc- 
tuary, but pious hands soon repaired 
its ruin, and Napoleon I. spread his im- 
perial mantle over the wounds of the 
holy bouse.—Detroit Free Press.

Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby- 
torian Church, * 


Chicago, Feb. 8—In this sermon the 
preacher shows that the pew is no less 
responsible for spiritual stagnation 
than the pulpit and that a dumb pew 
makes a dead church, while a live, cor- 
dial, co-operating and Christ confessing 
pew makes an effective pulpit and a 
triumpbant church. The text is John 
ix, 10 “There was a division among 
them.” 
One day Lepaux, the great French 
infidel, came to Napoleon. He sald: 
“Your majesty, I have evolved a new 
religion which I call Theophilanthro- 
py. I know that it is a better gospel 
than Christianity, but the French peo- 
ple will not believe or accept it. What 
is the matter? What shall I do?” The 
great French emperor turned and 
smiled. Then be raised his arm and 
placed his band kindly upon his 
friend's shoulder as he answered: “Le 
paux, there is one trouble about your 
new religion—you have no witnesses. 
Go and open a few blinded eyes. Un- 
stop some deaf ears. Straighten some 
crooked limbs. Raise the dead. Be 
crucified and buried. Rise again from 
the grave. On the third day appear 
unto them who put you to death. Then 
the people will accept your religion 
and believe in you as they believe in 
Jesus Christ. Lepaux, it is by your 
witnesses that your new religion must 
win its way into the hearts of the 
people, not by your theories.” Napo- 
leon was right. The gospel of Jesus 
Christ is to be carried to the farther- 
most parts of the world by the power 
| of gospel ‘testimony, not by theories, 

not by arguments, not by a brilliant 
| collection of metaphysical or polemical 
| dissertations. 

An illustration of this statement is 
| furnished by the scene of my text.

| clesiastical world of Jerusalem. The 
Pharisees, the members of the sanhe- 
[drin and the priests had conclusively 
settled it with themselves that Jesus 
Christ was a frand, a charlatan, an ab- 
surd pretender. But one day there was 
brought late thelr presence, seeing, a 
man who bad been born blind. In all 
| probability they knew him, for be bad 
been one of the beggars who took their 
stand near the temple gate. Every 

one who went to the temple knew bim. 

Who opened your eyes?” one of the 
| earned doctors asked in surprise. “No 
man ever lived before who, having 
been born blind, received sight on this 
side of the grave.” When the young 
man answered “Jesus,” the priests and 
their hirelings were beside themselves 
with rage. They threatened him. 
They browbeat him. They excommnu- 
nicated him. At last they entirely lost 
their reasoning faculties and commen 
sense. They practically cried aloud: 
“We do not believe that Jesus opened 
those eyes! Away with this fellow 
called Jesus! Away with bhim! Away 
with him!” But some of these learned 
Pharisees could not be put off by any 
such superficial condemnation. Me 
thinks I can hear a learned doctor say 
to some of bis friends: “I do not know 
about this. Perhaps we may bave been 
wrong. Perbaps this new teacher aft- 
er nll is the promised Messiab. Cer- 
talnly no other human being could 
ever work such miracles.” “And there 
was a division among them,” the 
same kind of a division which will oc 
cur among worldly men today if the 
bombshell of consecrated Christian tes 
timony can only be buried among them. 

Are We Ready to Give Testimenyt 

A practical application of this prin- 
ciple is now facing us, one and all. 
Are we Christian men and women 
ready to give our gospel testimony 
wherever we go? Are we ready to tell 
what Jesus Christ bas done for us? 
Ready, even though it may bring upon 
us sneers and ridicule? Ready, though 
it should involve persecutions and os 
tracism? Ready as the young man of 
old was ready who stood up and wit- 
nessed before the priests and the Phar- 
isees, when be made a division among 
them? 

Would that the dumb spirit would 
come out of the lay members in the 
Christian churches! Everywhere we 
bear the question being asked: “What 
is the matter with our churches? Is it 
that the pulpit is losing its power?” 
Ob, no; the pulpit ts not losing Its pow- 
er. There are more consecrated minis- 
ters today than ever before. More 
brilliant and well developed heads and 
hearts are yearly being trained in our 
theological seminaries than ever be- 
fore. More eloquent sermons are being 
preached from the sacred desk on this 
Babbath than on any Sunday of any 
other generation that ever lived. What, 
then, is the matter? The pulpit bas 
not lost its old power, but the pew 
has abandoned its duty. The great de- 
fect of the church today is that the 
pew bas relegated to the pulpit nearly 
all ite public duties, of preaching as 
well as public praying. us it has de 
peuded on the cboir for ite singing. 
The result ia that when the pew ceases 
to spenk the message of the pulpit is 
heglecte!. The pulpit of the Lord Je 
sus Christ i- today groaning under the 
weight of the Infinite load which the 
pew has piled upon it. No church is 
today a consecrated evangelistic church 
unless it baa in its pews men who by 
life and testimouy are preaching evan- 
gelists as weil ñs gospe! ministers who 
stand behind the sacred desk. Jesus 
Christ is today speaking to the silent 
pews in the same way as be spake unte 
the dumb devii of old that was cursing 
the life of a young child. He salid um 
tw bim, no dumb and deaf spirit, 

come out of him and enter no more ia 
to him?” It is not the pulpit that is 
dead; it ls the pew which refuses te 
speak and therefore has lost its power 
to listen, 

Wesley and the Dem? Few. 

John Wesley, one of the greatest men 
who ever lived, no matter how you take 
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son. Reprove, rebuke, exbort!” 


took the cobbler from of his stool, the 
miner from the dark caverns of the 
earth, the farmer from the field and 
the clerk from the store. He said unto 


preach; 
preach, preach, preach!” 

The older denominations of England 
at that time sneered at the Wesleyans. 
In derision they called them Metho- 
dists” because they did everything un- 
methodically. What was the result? 
Was Wesley's a foolish plan? Oh, no. 
When Charles Wesley started the peo- 
ple singing instead of relegating that 
duty to æ trained choir, as many of our 
churches do today; when John Wesley 
started his people praying and pleading 
in the barns, in the bomes, on the street 
corners, Charles and John Wesley, by 
the power of the pew, roused all Eng- 
land for Christ. And today the great- 
est danger of the Methodist church is 
that she is developing too much an in- 
tellectual pulpit instead of a pleading, 
praying, testifying pew. John Wesley 
believed in that pew; John Wesley, by 
the grace of God, compelled that pew 
to speak. Oh, thou deaf and dumb 
spirit of the church pew, in the name 
of Christ I command thee to come out 
and be gone into everlasting darkness! 
The caverns of the black inferno alone 
are suited to thy withering and blast- 
ing and accursed silence. Let the sil- 
ver tongue of Christian testimony here- 
after speak from the pew. This plea, 
oh, Christian women, is spoken to you 
as well as to your brother. 

Would that the tongue of the dumb 
spirit of Christian testimony might be 
unloosed and begin to speak for Christ 
in the homes! I am not now alluding 
to the Christian testimony which ought 
to be beard among our children by our 
own fireside. I am referring to the 
word of gospel! invitation, which should 
be addressed to the sinful and godless 
bomes in the midst of every Christian 
community, 

The Present Condition. 

A noted southern educator some time 
ago bluntly said, “It is often far easier 
for a man to.sign a thousand dollar 
check for foreign missions than it is 
for him to speak a Christian word of 
encouragement to the bootblack boy 
cleaning his shoes on the street cor- 
ner.” That is a very wise saying. But 
I carry the principle still further. It 
is often far easier for a Christian lady 
to get up a church fair in the Interests 
of foreigh missions or to read a paper 
before that society upon the Filipinos 
or tbe Chinese or Siamese than it is to 
go to the family which lives in the flat 
above her and ask them if they love 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Ought such a 
condition ever to exist? It is about 
time for some of us to learn to sing 
with the right spirit Bishop Heber’s 
grand old gospel bymn: 

If you cannot cross the ocean 

And the heathen lands explore, 
You can find the heathen nearer, 

You can help them at your door 
My brother living in Chicago, do you 
not know that there are within a radius 
of three blocks of your house scores 
and scores of families who never bear 
the name of Jesus spoken in their 
homes except in blasphemy? Do you 
not know that within a radius of six 
blocks of this church, every Sunday 
night while I am preaching. scores and 
scores of young men and women pass 
in and out of the fatal doors of the sa- 
loons and places of evil resort? Some 
of us are foolish enough to think that 
the baunts of Satan are open only six 
Gays of the week; that on the seventh 
day Satan rests and shuts up shop and 
says to bis hirelings, “My agents and 
servants, let us allow God to open his 
eburches on the Sabbath, and we will 
rest.” No. The churebhes may be open- 
ed one day of the week, but the Batan- 
ic haunts are never shut. Night and 
day the busy fingers of death are reach- 
ing, always reaching, after more vic- 
tims. Like the quicksands of the far 
east, this Satanic destroyer keeps swal- 
lowing down the unfortunate, and be 
never seems to have enough. “More, 
more, more!“ continually cry the evil 
spirits. “Give us more human blood 
to quench our unquenchable thirst!" 

Now, my Christian friends, while I 
rejoice in foreign missions and would 
not abate your interest in them I want 
to ask you thia pertinent question: Do 
you think we should allow our concern 
for souls 10,000 miles away to monopo- 
lize our efforts? While we are seeking 
them do not let us overlook the danger 
of those who ure living in «in by our 
own door, Do you think that the Sa- 
moans and the Austrulaslans and the 
Maoris and African negroes should be 
any more precious lu God's sight and 
jo ours than the man or the woman 
about whose personality you never care 
until you see a black crape hanging 
upon the opposite door? Oh, man, if 
you had the true love of Jesus Christ 
fo your heart, you would act differently 
toward your unknown neighbor. You 
would enter his home for Jesus’ sake, 
with at least the same intensity as a 
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step. ago an American 
missionary was pteaching in the streets 
of Calcutta. As the American clergy- 
man wae talking a Mohammedan priest 
stood near and began to invelgh against 
the inconsistencies of the professors of 
the Christian religion. Then the Mo- 
hammedan priest opened the Bible, and 
while he rend he pointed to a drunken 
English sailor near by. He read out 
loud. those beautiful and solemn words 
of Corinthians, which we repeat at the 
holy communion, “And after the same 
manner also he took the cup when he 
had supped, saying, This cup is the 
new testament in my blood; this do ye, 
as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance 
of me.” Then the Mohammedan priest 
sneeringly and tauntingly sald: “There 
is the white man’s religion. There is 
the white man drunk. Will ye have 
any such religion as that?" Oh, my 
brother, we rightly send forth our mis- 
sionaries Into foreign lands to testify 
of Jesus Christ. Shall we not niso try 
to carry the testimony of Jesus to the 
drunken and dissipated white men at 
our own doors that théy may be living 
witnesses of the power of the gospel 
and not a reproach to it? Shall we not 
also carry the gospel to our neighbors, 
to those who may be living farther 
away from Christ thao the cannibals 
or the Eskimos? Shall we not be will- 
lug to kneel in prayer in our neighbors’ 
parlors as well as send missionaries to 
preach standing upon the muddy banks 
of the Ganges? 

Would that the dumb lips of Chris- 
tian testimony might be opened in the 
store and on the street, in the factory 
and by the cashier's desk; opened when 
you are tying up a bundle; opened when 
you are taking down the goods from 
off the shelf; opened when you are bid 
ding the little cashgirl good night; 
opened when you are giving the last 
instructions to your foreman; opened 
in the same way as were the lips of a 
poor old one armed black man who, 
while he cleaned my shoes on Penn- 
sylvania avenue, in our national capi- 
tal, taught me one of the mightiest les- 
sons of trust and faith in God I ever 
learned! 

“Oh,” says some man or woman sit- 
ting before me, “I could not speak a 
word for Christ in the store. It would 
not be appropriate. Such a course as 
that would be resented not only by my 
employers, but also by the employees.” 
Would it, my brother? I think such a 
course would often be gladly welcomed 
in the store instead of being resented. 
I have had a great deal of experience 
with Christian workers. All of them 
have told me that when they speak a 
word for Christ on the street or in the 
store almost without exception they 
have been listened to kindly, respect- 
fully and thankfully. Rev. Dr. I. I. 
Gorby, the present assistant pastor of 
this church, who has worked a great 
deal among the factories and the stores, 
has told me that the most respectful 
and grateful audiences be has ever ad- 
dressed were those clad In overalls and 
which listened to him while be talked 
from a table or a barrel among the ma- 
chinery or near the blast. Many em- 
ployers welcome such efforts, knowing 
well that they profit bg their employ- 
ees becoming Christians, Some years 
ago H. L. Cregier of Washington, Ind., 
the head of a great stave and heading 
factory, placed a gospel minister upon 
his pay roll. He wanted this evangel- 
ist to make it his business to speak a 
word for Christ to every one of bia em- 
ployees “because,” said Mr. Cregier. 
“outside of the spiritual results it pays 
when | bave such a gospel worker 
among my men. There ts leas drunken- 
ness, less rows, less crimes, leas Indo- 
lence and silothfulnesa, and my men 
are happier nod better and more falth- 
ful.” Now, my Christian friends, with 
such testimony as that before you, 
do you not feel encouraged to speak a 
word for Christ in the store and In your 
place of business? 

Tell About the Healers. 

Furthermore, you should not hesitate 
to testify for Christ In your place of 
business, because you" would not have 
dumb lips lu reference to any physical 
eure which you knew about as you now 
are silent In reference to the divine 
cure of sin. Suppose that today one of 
the employees of your store was affiict- 
ed with the dreaded disease uf cancer. 
Bupposing that a couple of years ago 
you had been cured from the same dis 
ease by n certain medicine of a certain 
doctor. Wonld you not Immediately 
go and tell bim about the wonderful 
cure? If necessary, would you not take 
this physician to the sick man's house 
and insist that he try this cure which 
had cured you? You would do that, 
yet among the blood curdiing sins and 
the biasphemies of your store you do 
not think it is your boanden duty te 
tell about the Christ who cleansed you 
from ali sina, WO You mean to ten me 
that you have a right to keep your lips 
dumb and not invite these sinful em- 
ployees to your church and prayer 
meeting, where they can hear the sweet 
message of divine love? 

A still more concrete iustration will 
show the application of the principle 
for which | am contending. Supposing 
that today I should read an autograph 
letter from Andrew Carnegie or John 
D. Rockefeller or Baron Rothschild or 
some other multimillionaire to this èf- 
fect: 

“As the winter js coming on, 1 feel 
it to be my duty to beip the poor and 
the unfortunate. Therefore please an- 
nounce as soon as possible that next 
Sunday my representatives will be 
with you and that they will give a ten 
dollar bill to every man, woman and 
child who casties to your service so that 
they can buy bread?’ | 

What would be the result of my read- 
ing such a letter as that? Why, you 

would carry the news everywhere. 
You would go out of your way to speak 
to every one you ever knew. You 
would say to all the buyers and the 
sellers of the store: “Come up to our 
church next Sunday. Tell all of your 
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Would that the dumb ups of Chris 
tian testimony might be unloosed by 
our own firesides among our loved 
cnes, as well as among the strangers 
dwelling outside the four walls of our 
home, I place this spiritual obligation 
upon my own heart and life as well as 
upon yours. There is many a minister 
who Is so anxious about the souls of 
his congregation that sometimes he 
overlooks the souls’ destinies of his 
own children and brothers and sisters 
and parents. Some time ago I buried 
a noble man of God named Rev. Wil- 
liam E. McCrea. In conversation with 
me one day he said that the sweetest 
moment of all his life, not excepting 
his own conversion, was when he was 
able to lead his own venerable father 
to the foot of the cross, His father was 
a moral and, from a worldly stand- 
point, a good man, but not a professing 
Christian, and, though he had a son in 
the ministry, yet no one for years had 
ever asked the father to give himself 
in love to the Lord Jesus Christ. But 
one day Rev. Mr. McCrea, after he had 
been five years in the ministry, came to 
bis father and said: “Father, do you 
not want to become a Christian? Do 
you not want to take mother’s Christ 
and my Christ as your Christ? Do you 
not want me to pray with you now!“ 
The tears started from the old man's 
eyes; his lips quivered. He shook with 
emotion as he answered: “Yes, Willie, 
Ido. Oh, Willie, I have been waiting 
#0 long for some one to ask me to come 
to Christ! Why did you not do It be- 
fore?” So today let us start to plead 
everywhere with Christian testimony; 
Jet us begin right in our own bomes. 
Let us begin first and at once among 
those who are closest to us, as Andrew 
first sought his own brother to bring 
him to Christ, 

My friends, members of Jefferson 
Park church, I here and now conse- 
crate my life to a new work. I am go- 
ing back to the days and life which 1 
used to live when I first entered the 
ministry. In those old days I did not 
seek so much to comfort and please the 
members of my church as to win souls. 
My only desire was to reach out for 
those who were outside of the church 
and who never had confessed the name 
of Jesus. Before I entered my pulpit 
I would get down on my knees and 
say, “Ob, God, let me speak the right 
word for that young man and woman 
whom I may never see again until I 
meet them at thy throne!” Such is my 
purpose now; such is the purpose of 
my new assistant. Brothers and sis- 
ters, we have been too long dwelling 
together in selfish fellowship. We bave 
enjoyed each other's society well. But 
to be happy togetber is not enough. 
Will you here and now clasp my hand 
in a boly purpose? Will you here and 
now move forward with me to seek out 
the strayed lamb which is lost upon 
the mountain of sin? Will you go 
forth with me out Into the storm, per- 
baps to battle against derision and 
sneers? Will you go in the name of 
Jesus Christ? Will you promise here 
and now to carry the gospel message 
to the great unchurched and to the 
sinful men and women who are living 
under the shadows of our own doors?

This a rank specimen of Boss Bale 
put in print, nearly nine months before 
the election. Yet this gentleman was 
one of the strongest bolting Democrats 
against Bose Rule in 1895, Why not 
let the party maka a selection of the 
candidates, whichmscording to Repub- 
lican prophecy (?) will represent this 
county in the next Legislature? But 
maybe some Republican thinks it is no 
affair of a Democrat whom the Repub 
licans nominate, Why isn’t it? 

If they make their prophecy good by 
the corrupt use of money, for they can't 
otherwise, and Democrats stand by and 
allow them to use it, then these per- 
sonal” representatives, nominally the 
representatives of the people, will take 
a part in making all laws affecting the 
property and personal rights of the 
people.

It was the theory of 
the despots of the old world, that the 
people were incapable of governing 
themes ives, but itis un-American, It 
is hard to understand how Americans 
of individuality and independence of 
thought, can become so subservient. 
“When the boss takes enuff let all 
sneeze” is the motto of the practical 
politician. 

If the responsibility of selection be 
upon the people and a mistake is made 
they will soon discover and correct it 
When the people act from intelligent 
and virtuous motives and feel the re 
sponsibilities of government there will 
bə less of party rupture and factions; 
and much lees of misrule, if tbo bosses, 
so-called leaders, would cease to boss, 
mislead and corrupt the people. 

We have had some examples of boss 
rule and personal politics in the Dem- 
ooratic party; and it hetped the rapture 
in this county in 1801, and again in the 
State in 1805, which temporarily put 
the Republicans in power, It goes 
without saying that these species of 
politics rune hand in hand with cor 
ruption. It te this phase of politics 
that has produced a ole vage in the Re 
publican partyin Delaware.

DEATH OF MR. |. S. ADAMS 


hiis Sudden Demise A Shock to Relatives 
and Friends. Once a Teacher ia 
Wicomico. Zoalees Church- 
man and hwvontor. 


Mr. Isaac 8. Adame, one of Salis- 
bury’s prominent citizens died at his 
heme on North Division street last 
Saturday afternoon about one o block. 
Although Mr. Adams had been in poor 
health for some time his death wasa 
surprise to friends and relatives, He 
left here Wednesday for Baltimore 
where be has business interests. On 
his way up he was taken sick and upon 
the advice of his physician returned to 
his home here on the next boat, reach- 
ing Salisbury Friday morning. He 
rapidly grew worse and early in the 
afternoon lost consciousness in which 
stave he remained until his death. Mr. 
Adams was born in Salisbury on the 
th day of August, 1646. When 
fifteen years of age he entered a busi 
ness office in Baltimore afterwards 
leaving that city for the West. His 
stay there however was short and he 
then returned to Salisbury, where he 
engaged in teaching for several years, 
teaching in the public schools in Nat- 
ters District and later as principal of 
the Grammar School here. He resigned 
his position äs Principal to accept the 
position of book keeper for E E Jack- 
son & Co., and acted in the capacity of 
head book-keeper for this firm for 26 
years. At the organisation of the 
present Arm of Jackson Bros. Company 
he became a stock holder and was with 
thie Arm inan official position until 
three years before his death. For the 
past year he has been connected with a 
firm for the perfecting of seme inven- 
tions one of which was a trolley patent. 

Mr. Adams belonged to the Masonic 
fraternity and was a member of the 
higher branches of the order, He was 
a member of the vestry of St Peter's 
Protestant Episcopal Church of Balis- 
bury in which church he took a great 
interest and wasa worker in both the 
churoh and Sunday School. In his 
death Salisbury loses one of its best 
and most prominent citizens, kind- 
hearted and charitable, He is survived 
by a widow, who is the daughter of 
ex-cheriff Levin R Dorman, and a son, 
Master Frank, aged 14. 

Funeral services were held at St. 
Peter's Church Tuesday afternoon,con 
ducted by the Rev. Mr. Howard assis 
ted by Rev. F. B. Adkine of Easton, 
The Masons of Salisbury attended the 
funeral in a body.

They select 
good men as candidates for office and 
usually elect such, All of their infu- 
ence is cast for what is best in man- 
hood, and they are intensely patriotic. 
As a class they are just, upright and 
honest. Newspapers which bold them 
up to ridicule do but belittle them- 
selves when they do it. Farmers are 
readers of Mewspapers, and above any 
other class are educated to rely upon 
advertisements to tell them where to 
go to buy goods.”

that the heat from the sun made them 
any warmer than 110 degrees. Still it 
was hot enough to kill the hens. I 
know of a man who put a steam radi- 
ator in his hennery in winter and killed 
all his bens with kindness. The first 
morning after turning on the steam he 
found his whole flock of sixty hens 
dead. He bad overcome them with 
heat. If mature hens can thus easily 
be killed with too much heat, ta it any 
wonder that our brooder chicks are 
sometimes killed in the same way? 
Speed the day of the practical self reg- 
ulating brooder. In my own case, bow- 
ever, tbe lamps were already turned as 
low as was consistent with perfect 
combustion, so I removed some of the 
hover clotba, thus allowing surplus 
heat to escape. 

“I thought you sald chicks knew 
enough to move cut when it got too hot 
for them if they are given the chance.” 
Bo I did. If there had only been a few 
chicks in each brooder, there would 
have been no trouble 1 think. With 
ninety to a hundred. however, in ‘each 
brooder it is likely that those on the 
edges were comfortable, while a few in 
the middle, where the beat was great- 
est, could not get out and consequently 
perished. Right on tap of this came a 
cold ware and frost, with more of the 
“bitter” In the other direction.—O. W. 
Mapes in Rural New Yorker 


Hatehtag Ducklings. 

When the egg» begin to hatch let 
them strictly alone. Wo not try to turn 
the pipped sides up, apd above all do 
not open the machine every few hours 
to see how they are getting along, or 
show inqulsitlve friends how cunning 
the little dears look coming out of the 
shells, After the hatch is Mirly over 
and the ducklings nenrly or quite dried 
off open the machine and quickly take 
out a tray and cover with a thin woolen 
cloth. Look the eggs over carefully 
and if any are discovered cast in the 
shell or with bead slightly caught break 
away enough of the shell to allow the 
little bird some freedom of movement 
and return the tray. Frequently these 
birds will break through and prove as 
lively as those earlier hatched.—Farm, 
Garden and Toultry. 


Chicken Thieves. 

Owls are chicken thieves tbat come 
in the night and are much dreaded by 
farmers. The remedy is simple. Have 
an owl proof house for the fowls to 
roost In, and the owl question la set- 
ted. In the case of hawks It is 
quite different A good protect 
against hawks is small piles of bru 
which will afford a place of refuge 
when the hawk appears. Chickens will 
instinctively dart into such places if 
they see only the shadow of Mr. Hawk 
moving over the ground. A good shot- 
guu in the hands of an expert is also a 
good protection against hawks and oth- 
er chicken thieves.—Farm aud Ranch. 

Don't Let Them Get Chilled. 

Bee to it that the chicks never be 
‘come chilled by buddliug in the corners 
ot the brooder outside the hover, for 
when once they become chilled they 
cannot get warmed, they become weak 
legged and «it us close to the heater of 
the brooder as they possibly can get, 
while the other chicks stand upou them 
and crush them: or, bav.cg become 
chilled, thelr food will not digest and 
they dic of bowel complaint. 


Vattening Tarkeys. 

We are told that it does not pay to 
yard turkeys in order to fatten them, 
as the confinement worrles them and 
they will not take on flesh, This sounds 
reasonable, as turkeys like their liberty 
and win not fatten anyway until

Apples of the Staple Kinds, 

A New England grower says he 
would rather grow two barrels of Ben 
Davis than one barrel of Northern Spy. 
If the present hostility to the Davis 
tends to prevent overplanting of that 
variety, so much the better for fruit 
prices of the future. 

Baldwins, Greenings, Russets, York 
Imperial, are still the staple kinds in 
the northeast, and the much talked of 
new varieties are as yet little noticed 
in the markets. Among sweets the 
Pound Sweet is still the leader. Sutton, 
Mcintosh, Jonathan, are promising 
newcomers in the market. Palmer 
Greening is an excellent but not showy 
kind. Selection of varieties depends 
partly on market; the grower who sells 
to the consumer must consider quality, 
while the commercial shipper thinks 
mainly of salability and cost of grow- 
ing.—American Cultivator. 


Green Bone For Chickens. 

When I commenced feeding cut green 
bone, about the first thing I did was to 
find its feeding value by actual test. 
Hens under like conditions with fresh 
cut green bone added to their feed laid 
nearly twice as many eggs in the win- 
ter and a third more in the summer 
than did the lot without the bone. Fif- 
ty-cight chickens hatched at the same 
time from the same kind of eggs were 
divided into two lots ead treated the 
same, except one lot was fed bone ex- 
tra. The lot with bone extra to their 
feed grew much faster and were not 
only larger, but had clearer and bright- 
er plumage. The lot that ate the bone 
went through the test with the loss of 
but one, while the lot without the bone 
sustained a loss of five.—Farm, Stock 
and Home. 


Replantiag Rarely Pays. 

Instead of hurrying up to get corn 
planted early so as to beat drought it 
is better to wait until the season is 
warm enough to insure a perfect stand. 
There is no more unprofitable work on 
a farm than “replanting” to correct the 
error mentioned, for the replant rarely 
pays for the seed ubed. Often it would 
be better to plow the whole thing up 
and plant aunow. Instead of becoming 
impatient of delay, spend the time get- 
ting the soil in good condition, for ad- 
Aitioual harrowing may increase the 
yield two to four bushels per acre. A 
good plan is to spend more labor in 
preparing the land and po less in after 
cultivation.—Farm and Ranch, 


Evidences of Detter Farming. 

Notwithstanding the increase in the 
proportion of improved farm lands in 
the United States as shown by the cen- 
sus and the popular cry that the tend- 
encies among the majority of our 
farm boys have been cityward during 
the last decade, the value of agricul- 
tural products in the United States has 
increased 02 per cent, and that with 
an increase of only 15 per cent in the 
area of cultivated land. This can mean 
only one thing—better farming and the 


employment of vastly unproved meth- 
ods. 


Thritty Sheep. 

To keep the sheep in good condition 
they should be fed some kind of juicy 
food. Chopped potatoes are excellent. 

Bheep are often neglected in the mat- 
ter of water supply, but they need and 
appreciate plenty of water as well as 
do other farm animals. 

Ewes with lambs at thelr aides 
should be fed with a safe grain ration, 
each as one composed of five parts 
oats, one part peas, two parts corn, giv 
lend a pound of this mixture to each 
ewe.

THAT YENEZUELAN MATTER. 


Minister Bowen has brought to a suc- 
ceasful conclusion the negotiations 
with Germany, Great Britain and Italy 
and has secured for Venesuela as fav. 
orable terms as could be expected. The 
greatest triumph of Mr. Bowen's diplo- 
macy, however, lies in the fact that he 
has forced Germany to show her hand 
and demonstrate in the world that, in 
her alliance with Great Britain, she 
was actuated solely by selfish interests, 
Cash payments were demanded by each 
of the Allies and Mr. Bowen suggested 
that they name the sum they thought 
proper. All named a cash payment of 
$27,500, including Count von Quadt. 
who was then actiog for Germany. As 
the prospect (fa peaceful settlement 
became more definite, however Getma- 
ny instructed her Ambassador to with- 
draw her agreement and demand the 
full amount of the claim named in the 
ultimatum to Venezuela. This was done, 
and had the other Allies followed suit a 
settlement would have been impossible 
but in the interest of peace Great 
Britain and Italy adhered to their orig- 
inal agreement and by the terma of the 
protocol just signed they get $27,800, 
each while Germany receives $347,000, 
nearly thirteen times as much as her 
partners in the traneaction,

er run into debt. Husger, cold, rags, 
"hand work, Suspicion, unjust reproach, 

are disagreeable, but debt is infinitely 
worse than them all. Avoid pecuniary 
“Wilieftions as you would a pestilence 
Ur famine. It you bare not more than 

50 cents and can get no more for a 

week, buy a peck of corn, parch it and 

live on it rather than owe any man a 

dollar.” “Owe no man anything.” 

That means in Jobn Randolph's inter- 

pretation of the philosopher's stone, 

“pay as you go.” That means that if 

you bave no money with which to sat- 

isfy your personal desires then let 
them be unsatisfied. Allow no creditor 
asa jailer to rivet a beavy iron ball of 
financia! obligation to your limbs. Do 
aot buy ſentbered singer unless at 
the same time you have money to pur- 
| chase n cage in which to let your song- 
ster Abide 
Debt the Ofspring of Pride. 
Debt le generally tbe offspring of 
pride. The bare pecessaries of life are 
very small. Nearly every man can 
make enough money to provide for 
| these necessaries If he will only work 
| bard, do bis best and not waste bis in- 
| come on useless extravagances. Henry 
Ward Beecher once made the declara- 
tion that a man could feed himself and 
wife and a family of growing children 
upon $1.50 per week. For making this 
statement Mr. Beecher was sharply ar- 
raigned by thousands of critics. Many 
| newspaper editorials affirmed that the 

Piymouth pastor was advocating tbe 
reduction of tbe laborers’ salaries to 
25 cents a day. He was not attempting 
any such thing. What Mr, Beecher 
tried to prove was this: The bare nec 
esaaries of life are very small; tbere- 
fore most people can provide for their 
actual needs if they will only be ener- 
getic and at the same time be frugal. 

But this frugality. in many cases, 
pride will not permit them to practice. 
Pride, with the smiling. supercilious 
face and bediamonded finger, usually 
comes to the young man's home with 
such insinuating words as these; “My 
friend, you have no right to rear your 
family as you are doing. You should 
not allow your wife to stand behind a 
counter or to live in the back room of 
the store with ber two babies, as your 
motber once did. This is a different 
age from that in which your father 
Started out. If zou do not let your 
children grow up in a respectable 
neighborhood and go to refined and ex- 
pensive private schools, then thelr 
youthful associates will be bad. and 
refined people will bave nothing to do 
with them.”

The financial curse of this 
age is that multitudes of people, on 
account of false pride and pernicious 
extravagance, are, eking oyt a 

ble exiatetice. Thesa people may ma 

in the best society, so called, yet they 
are far poorer than the humble clerr 
with a paltry. salary.of awe 
who sares at least one-tenth of his fn- 
come. 

Debt is not only the offspring of 
pride, but is ofter the parent of-a 
large family of criminal ehren. The 
study of genealogical tables is among 
the most interesting of studies. Cer- 
tain families nearly always have good 
children; you can trace them down 
from generation to generation. Other 
families nearly always have bad chil- 
dren; there is apparently something in 
their blood that is diseased and con- 
taminated. As the waters falling down 
the cascades near Duluth show the dis- 
colorations contracted in passing 
through forests of cedar and tamarack 
miles away, so the blood of some chil- 
dren is tainted with criminal tenden- 
cles, inherited even before they are 
born. They are born with a propensity 
for lying, for stealing, for inebriety, 
which they are seldom able to eradi- 
cate. But, though those children may 
not be able to overcome their evil tend- 
encies In thelr own strength, they can 
overcome them by the help of a super- 
natural power, which is offered to all 
who nre tempted. 

Wilifally Ranging iato Debt. 
Willful debt is that kind of debt into 
which many allow themselves to run 
through useless and sinful extrava- 
gances. While the young man is being 
financiallt ground to pieces by the up- 
per and nether millstones of this kind 
of debt what is often the most natural 
thing for him to do? Ask that young 
collector who ia taking some of his 
employer's money to win, as be fool- 
isbly thinks, a fortune at the gambler's 
wheel. He ja not at heart a bad young 
man. He Intends to pay that money 
back. He expects to use it only for a 
little while and tben return it witb in- 
terest after be bas escaped from the 
clutches of merciless debt. Ask that 
young embezzler who has just felt the 
heavy hand of the law placed upon his 
shoulder. Did he ever expect that the 
late suppers, the theater tickets and 
the attendance at the races would yet 
end in a prison cell? No, no! He was 
led as a lamb to the slaughter by thè 
evil worryings of debt, accumulating 
debt. Ask that wildcat speculator in 
Wall street. Did he ever think for one 
moment that he would lose the estate 
confided to him tn trustee form when 
he began to run into debt? No, no! 
These men nre being destroyed by debt 
in the same way that the learned Lord 
Bacon was led to accept bribes. They 
are being lured to destruction as Bene 
dict Arnold was lured wheo his debts 
drove him to embark lu the plot to de- 
stroy West Point The bloodbounds of 
debt bad barked at his heels ever since 
his Philadelphia extravagances, and his 
debts not only made him a traitor 
against bis creditors, but at the last 
they made him a traitor against his 
country. 

Crookedness, gambling, wildcat spec- 
ulation and a betrayaPof one's best 
friends are often found among the mal- 
formed offapring of a hideous parent. 
Debt. But without doubt the greater 
number of the children of this infa- 
mous progenitor are those with the fa 
tal marks of perjury stamped. Cain 
like, upon their brow. “Lying always 
tides upon Debt's back“ once wrote 
Benjamin Franklin.

A Well Dressed Villain. 

Willful Debt ts often a well dressed 
villain who pretends to be an honest 
man. In olden times if a man could 
not pay his debts be was looked upon 
in the game sense as a thief and sent 
to jail. Under the old Roman law, 
after spending a certain time in jall, if 


be was still auable to pay his creditor | gauge. 


he was sold into slavery and bad t 
pass his life as a serf. Some one might 
say that such a condition is very hard 
and unjust, and so itis. But, in mahy 
cases, when a man will deliberately 
enter a store and run up a beavy bill, 
which he bas no Intention of paying. 
he is just as much a robber as the 
sneak thicf who rushes into the bakery 
and steals a loaf of bread, and be 
should have little mercy shown to ulm. 
The debtor not only steals the grocery- 
man's goods. but he steals his time and 
his service. 

Many n man who for years has de- 
liberately run up all the debts he can 
is today walking around our streets 
claiming that in the sight of the law 
he is bonest. After deliberately swin- 
dling all the men he could be outs the 
little money he had left in his wife's 
name. Then he enters the bankruptcy 
court and asks the judge to free him 
from all these financial obligations. 
Now, I care not what the bankruptcy 
court muy svy in such cases, no bonest 
man, in the sight of God or man, can 
ever be morally freed from a financial 
debt unti that debt is paid.

MAGIC MIRRORS, 


How Instruments Used by Magicians 
and Swindlers Are Made. 

The aphorism of Barnum that tba 
public loves to be humbugged finds ft 
lustratinn In the success of the oculists 
iz this country who sell “magic mir 
rors” to credulous individuals’ for $5 
and $10 which cost one-tenth those 
figures, 

Some of these charlatans with sub 
lime assurance have called the jaw to 
their aid to protect them from rivals 
or, it may be, to add prestige to thel: 
merchandise, as several of the mirrors 
are,.or cini to be, covered by letters 
patent, coprright or trademarks. 

The mirror makers can justify their 
calling with precedents numberless. 
The belief that a bit of bright metal or 
glass could be so charged by the black 
art that it would reflect in visible form 
the invisible things or beings about us 
is as old as civilization. Egypt and 
Babylon, Persia and India, Japan and 
China, have made nnd used these oc- 
cult instruments from early times. 
Those which are made in the far east 
possess qualities which at one time 
were puzzling. but. which, when the 
secret was discovered, were found in- 
genious ufilizations of optical laws. 

The simplost is the Japanese lucky 
mirror, a fur model of which the writ- 
er saw in a Broadway shop a couple 
of days ago. This is a flat plate and 
handle made of a metal resembling 
steel. One side is so highly burnished 
that It retlects as well as the best sil- 
ver backed looking glass. The reverse 
is chased in low relief with figures of 
vines, birds, clouds and ideographs or 
talismans. When employed in the usu- 
al fashion, it does not differ from an 
ordinary mirror, but when a kirge 
beam of ticht is thrown upon it and re- 
flected upon a dark wall or ceiling in 
the reflected circle appears a luminous 
face, degre ph or other figure. The 
result is seeured In the original weld- 
ing or casting of the mirror, when a 
piece of wetal of different composition 
shaped like the figure It is to produce 
la fused inio the citeumjacent miss, 

A similar effect Is produced lu sil- 
yered mirrors by just laying on the re- 
flecting character in one kind of tinfoil 
and filling in the cost of the surface 
with a foll of the snme appearance, but 
different reficcting quality. Akin to 
this style of work nre the magic lac- 
quers which at certain oblique angles 
disclose figures and Hnes which are in- 
visible when looked upon at right an- 
gles to the lucquer's surface. Oddest 
of the oriental mirrors are those set at 
the bottom of n cylinder or truncated 
cone whose surface la waved or undu- 
lating. The base refects in ordinary 
manner; the sides In such a fashion as 
to produce foci or focal circles at vari- 
ous points. From one point of view 
the looker sees a faint halo about his 
face at the bottom of the cylinder; 
from a secon! point a misty human 
face alongside of his own; from a third 
a face looking at him through bis re- 
flected eyes. 

The principle which underlies these 
odd images is the same as that used 
by Cooke and Maskelyve in London in 
producing their “ghosts” and seems to 
have been employed with great skill 
by Cagliostro lu e eighteenth cen- 
tury. —New York Post. 


A Ulatorte Bible. 

Asa W. Watra of Philadelphia bas 
| presented the Bible of his pilgrim an- 
cestor, Governor Bradford, to the Pil- 
| grim Society of Piymouth. This his- 
toric Bible was printed in London in 
1502 and was takèn to Holland by Wil 
liam Bradford when the pilgrims emi- 
grated to that country early in the sev- 
enteenth century. In 1020 it was 
brought over lu the Mayflower and 
used as a fumily Bible by Governor 
Bradford until Lis death in 1057. when 
it became the property of bis son Jo 
seph, whose un ie, with the others of 
his family, ia written on the fly leaf. 
The order lu which it was hunded 
down from that time follows: From 
Joseph Bradford tò bis son Elisha; 
then to Alice Bradford, daughter of 
Elisha, who in 1757 married Zebulon 
Waters of Stoughton, Mass: then to 
their eldest son, Captain Asa Waters, 
who fought valiantly in the Revolu- 
tion; then to bis grandson, Asa Brad- 
ford Waters of Marietta, O. Asa W. 
Waters of Philadelphia inberited It 
from bis father upon bis death in 1885. 
The book Is about 6 by 8 inches, bound 
in black leatber and printed In Gothic 
text.

MANY EVILS OF BRIBERY. 


The Pillars Of Our Temple Of Liberty Are 
The Equality Of The Electorate And 
The Purity Of The Ballot Box- 


Messrs. Editors:—Measared by the 
danger to the people's interest or by the 
penalty imposed, there are few crimes 
upon the criminal calendar, more dis- 
graceful to the public or more degrad 
ing to the individual than the crime of 
election bribery. There is not a man 
who stops to reflect upon the resulta, 
that does not know that itis unfair, 
unjust. destructive of our liberties 
and rights, and subversive of the fun- 
damental character of our govern 
ment, and he knows that at some point 
of time, somewhere in the not remote 
future, there must of necessity, be a 
reformation or a revolution. 

Bribery can not continue to increase, 
and the epirit of our institutions re- 
main; the money power can not ocon- 
tinue to rule our elections, and our 
free institutions remain unimpaired. 
An athlete training for a combat had 
as well expect to remain strong, active, 
alert and keen of eye, while taking a 
daily poison with his food. 

Bribery is avery old crime, always 
has boen and will continue forever to 
some extent. It was written in the 
Mosaic law thou shalt take no gift; 
for the gift blindeth the wise and pro- 
verteth the words of the righteous.” 
Job declared that “a fire shall consume 
the tabernacles of bribery.” 

Delilah for 1100 pleces of silver both 
beguiled and vexed Samson daily till 
he made known to ber the source of 
his strength and she then betrayed it to 
the Lords of the Philistines. But his 
strength came again with the growth of 
bis hair, aud on a notable occasion the 
Philistine Lords made merry and 
brought out the blind Samson to make 
sport for their holiday and set him 
between the pillars of the temple 
upon which it stood; with a fervent 
prayer for vengeance for the loss of his 
eyes, he bowed himself with all bis 
might and the house fell upon the 
lords and upon ali the people that were 
therein; so the dead which he slew in 
his death were more than they which 
he slew in hie life.“ 

The pillars of our temple of liberty 
a'e the equality of the el-otorate and 
the purity of the ballot box. Shall 
these money lords be allowed to bring 
out the people in whom the mighty 
power of our government lies, to make 
aport on election day’ Will not these 
migbty giante some day bow them- 
selves like Samson? 

Reformation or Revolution must 
inevitably come No man need be a 
peaimist who predicts this, and it re- 
| quires no prophetic foresight. The 
most casual student of human nature 
and of history, knows (bat corruption 
is as destructive of human government 
as it is destructive of every thing in 
nature. 

There are many places in our country 
in which bribery unknown, but 
unfortunately there are too many lep- 
rous spots besides Delaware aud the 
Eastern Shore. When these leprous 
spots spread and m:e and cover the 
body politic then the end is not far 
away 

The dangers from bribery ars 60 
manifest that it seems strange men 
can look on it with so much composure 
to say nothing of the quasi approval it 
meets with from sô many. 

Suppose there had been as many 
Benedict Arnolds in the Army of the 
Revolution as there are in one county 
of Delaware or on the Eastern Shore 
trafficing in manhood suffrage, there 
by betraying their country. Suppose 
those patriots. the Minute Men, who 
captured Major Andre, had been 
susceptible to the bribes promised them 
for his release 

The Tory governor of Marsachusets 
when asked why the opposition of the 
patriot Sam'l. Adams had not been 
stopped with an office, replied “such is 
the obstinancy and inflexibility of the 
man, that he never would be concilia 
ted with any office Whatever. 

Gen. Gage senta messenger to him 
with threats of punishment for treason 
because of his opposition, and accom- 
panied it with promises of honors and 
woalth if he would desist. But Adame 
sent back this answer; Sir, ao personal 
consideration shall induce me to aban 
don the cause of my country. Tell 
Gen Gage it le the advice of Samuel

Toone itis the love of money, 
another love of power, gratification of 
ambition, but its essence is the same 
Can we not save our poor people and 
our young men from the enares of these 
rich and corrupt fowlers ?

The success of the Eastern Shore of 
Virginia Produce Exchange in Accomac 
and Northampton counties has attract- 
ed the attention of the farmers of Wi- 
comico, Somereet and Worcester coun 
ties, Maryland. The handling of the 
products of the farmers by one manage- 
ment has aided greatly in bringing 
about larger prices and better distribu- 
tion, which brings a much greater de- 
mand The ‘‘community of interest” 
idea hes changed the state of the 
farmer there from almost destitute cir- 
cumstances to prosperity. In recent 
years many farmérs from the Virginia 
peninsula have moved to the Maryland 
counties. They carried with them their 
ideas of farming and of the best-paying 
crops. They revolutionized the farm 
ing industry there to « large extent, 
and now, instead of raising corn and 
wheat, Irish and sweet potatoes are 
their principal crop. These farmers 
now want the exchange to organize a 
branch office in the Maryland counties, 
eo that they can realize the benefits of 
combination and not come in competi- 
tion with the Virginia sweets The 
exchange bas the matter under con- 
sideration and appointed President 
Benjamin T. Gunter and General Man- 
ager W. A. Burton as a cummittee to 
report at the next meeting.

A GRASS MULCH. 


What It Does, Together With Low 
Heading In an Apple Orchard. 

F. P, Vergon is an Oblo apple or- 
chardist who believes in the virtues of 
a graso mulch iu the orchard. Mr. 
Vergon’s idea is to follow nature's 
plan for the maintenance of fertility 
and the conservation of soll moisture. 
The soll of -his orchard (old pasture 
land) is of a rich, loamy nature. In 
planting the trees the dense blue grass 
god is broken only by the excavation 
of ample boles for the roots of the 
young tree, which is set firm as a post 
at an angle of several degrees toward 
the south west. 

A mulching of coarse stable manure 
ts applied in tbe spring, directly after

As here> ye culture of the trees 
the wonderful matted growth of fine 
blue grass is each season mowed and 
raked up in a circle about each tree be- 
neath the drip of its branches. A sec- 
ond growth at once takes place, and 
the surface is again promptly covered 
with a dense luxurious matting which 
Ues closely upon the ground during the 
remainder of the year and through 
which a new and rampant growth 
‘pushes the next spring. 

Mr. Vergon's plan bas proved a 
good thing. The trees are bealtby, uni- 
form and wonderfully productive. Ad- 
ditional advantages of low headed 
trees, Mr. Vergon claims. nre the 
stockier, “better knit” bodies which 
are never injured by the sun or molest- 
ed by borers; tho “anchoring” of the 
trees against the storm aud wind by 


the mulched earth; the ease of gather- 


ing the apples, fully one-half of the 


crop of the fourteen-yenroll orchard 
being picked from the ground; the fa- 
cility with which the trees ore reached 
hy the sprayer, and the saving of near-

TALMAGE 
SERMON

Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby-

Chicago, Feb. 22—In this dis 
course, appropriate to the patriotic 
character of the day, the preacher ex- 
tols the patriotism, the statesmanship 
and the Christianity of “the Father of 
| His Country” as worthy of the emula- 
| tion of all good Americans. The text 
is Genesis xvii, 4, “Thou shalt be a 
father of many nations.” 

Among the monarchs of Europe there 
| is only one Whose lot I consider envi- 
| able. Justin McCarthy once wrote that 
| the princes who were born to thrones 
| ought to be the most pitied of all men, 
The kings and queens of Europe, as a 
rule, are doomed to lives of oppressive 
and circumscribed servitude. The 
would be assassins are always skulk- 
Ing around, ready to dig their graves. 
Kings cannot marry those with whom 
they fall in love, as other men are al- 
lowed to do. When they wed, consid- 
erations of state policy and of inter- 
national alliance govern the choice of 
a partner, and they must not marry 
simply to satisfy the cravings of their 
own hearts. They must breathe, for 
the most part, the talnted atmosphere 
of sycophantal praise and insincere 
adulation. Royalty has its drawbacks 
as well as its dangers; but there is one 
conspicuous example of their being 
overcome. Even a freeborn American 
citizen can afford to admire the do- 
mestic relations of the German emper- 
or. The six bright, healthy, intelligent 
boys and the lovely little girl who 
compose his family circle are a group 
to make a father’s heart glad. To be 
the head of such a family is more grat- 
ifying than to be the head of the Ger 
man empire. 

It was so that the benutiful Cornelia 
felt when she declared that no wealth 
was comparable to being the mother of 
| the Gracchi. What, then, must be the 

joy of that man who is told that he is 

to be “the father of many nations!” 

For that reason the Hebrew le 

honor the name of Father Abraham; 
| for that reason the American people 

ought to honor the name of George 
| Washington. As the Hebrews to this 
day venerate the man from whom their 
race sprang, so we have in the leader 

and founder of our commonwealth a 

man whose character is worthy of all 
| our bonor and veneration. Thousands 
| upon thousands of pligrims have jour 
neyed to the shrines of Machpelah, in 
which are supposed to be buried Fa- 
ther Abraham and Sarah, his wife. On 
this national holiday in imagination 
we should be willing to journey to the 
Mount Vernon tombs in which slumber 
the moldering bodies of Father Wasb- 
| ington and Martha, bis wife. We should 
| on this Washington's birthday be glad 
to give up at least one service to the 
study of the life and the character of 
| this great and good man, whose name 
| not only towers above all other names 
in American history, but whose life 
has won the admiration of other na- 
| tions as well as of our own. 

A Well Reeaded Man. 
| George Washington was a well round- 
ed man. His was not the brilliant gen- 
| ius of a Napoleon or a Richelieu or a 
Mazarin or a Cardinal Wolsey. His 
| military enreer was not spectacular, 
like that of Arnold or Greene or Mor- 
gan or “Light Horse” Harry Lee or 
“Mad” Anthony Wayne. His pen was 
not facile, ke that of Hamilton or 
Jefferson. Ile had no oratorical gifts, 
like those of Henry or Adams or Wil- 
Ham Pinkney; but, as he had not the 
dazzling talents of such men, neither 
did be bave the moral weaknesses 
which marred their characters. 

Wherever we touch the life and char- 
acter of Washington there we find that 
if be had any genius, “his,” as David 
Gregg wrote, “was the genius of char 
acter,” and of character alone. As a 
boy be was not a brilliant boy, but a 
good boy, a noble, bigh principled boy. 
We do not have to refer to the fabled 
hatehet story to prove thia. There are 
still preserved in his own boyish band- 
writing the famous rules he made to 
govern his future life, which he wrote 
out at thirteen. Among those rules are 
these words: “Endeavor to keep alive 
in your bosom that little divine spark 
called conscience.” As a young man 
we do not find him a brilliant young 
Man, but a conscientious and painstak- 
ing young man. He was appointed 
public surveyor by Lord Fairfax. Why? 
Because Lord Fairfax knew that when 
the plodder. George Washington, record- 
ed n measurement there would never be 
a doubt of the one fact, that that meas 
urement was right. Asa matured man 
we cannot portray the well rounded- 
ness of Washington's Ute better than 
by quoting these words written by Mr. 
Lear, his private secretary, who lived 
With him asn member of bis family in 
Mount Vernon: “General Washington 
is, | believe, almost the only man uf 
exalted character who does pot lose 
vome part of bis respectability by an 
intimate acquaintance. 1 have never 
found n single thing that could lessen 
my respect for him. A complete knowl-

not brilliant men, but good men; not 
men with the scintillating genius of 
Auron Burr, but men with the good- 
ness of a Father Washington. The 
World does not need an orator whe can

It was that of a well chiseled plece of |

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that specch. But the world does need 
good men—men who are honorable in 
their homes, men who are honorable in 
thelr business dealings, men who are 
conscientiously faithful in every duty 
of life which confronts them. When 
the tidings of Bunker Hill were carried 
to Washington, he anxiously asked the 
courier this question: “Did the mill 
fight well?” When told that they 

he replied, “Then the liberties of 
country are safe.” That principle 
our ground of hope today. On this na- 
tional birthday we reecho Washing- 
ton’s words and declare that “the lib- 
erties of the country are safe” when 
its citizens, from the humblest to the 
greatest, are good men doing their re- 
spective duties well, It was In Wasb- 
ington's “genius of character” that we 
find his greatest element of strength. 
George Washington was a well round- 
ed man. That means in ordinary, ev- 
eryday language he was a good man 
wherever you study bim. 

George Washington was ready to sac- 
rifice his all for American liberty. I do 
not suppose he was any more willing 
to sacrifice his all than thousands and 


tens of thousnnds of other men. But 


the simple fact was that George Wash- 
ington had more to sacrifice than al- 
most atı other man of his day, First, 
he wes a home body. He had to give up 
all tie endenarments of his Virginia 
rlintrtion life. The glory of war and 
the pride of statesmanship never ap- 
pealed to him, as they often do to the 
selfish ambition of the modern poli- 
tician. “How pitiful,” be once wrote to 
a friend, “in this age of reason And re- 
ligion, is that false ambition which 
desolates the world with fire and sword 
for the purpose of conquest and fame. 
I hope to spend the remainder of my 
life in cultivating the affections of good 
men and in the practice of domestic 
virtues.” But though George Wash- 
ington was essentially a bome man, 
and loved his own fireside above all 
thronerooms, yet at the call of duty 
he sacrificed his life's desire and drew 
his sword as the commander of the 
American armies. 
Washington's Great Sacrifices. 

The sacrifice of his ease and comfort 
was not the only sacrifice he was will- 
ing to make. When he became com- 
mander of the American armies, he 
placed his bead and life in jeopardy in 
more ways than one. When the Dec 
laration of Independence was being 
signed in Independence hall, Benjamin 
Franklin, I think it was, turned to 
some of bis colleagues and said, “We 
must all hang together now or else we 
shall all hang separately.” That was a 
figure of speech that may not have 
been true of every signer of the Dec- 
laration, but it would certainly have 
been true of the man who was rightly 
regarded as the head and front of the 
revolt. If the Revolution of 1770 bad 
failed, whosoever escnped, George 
Washington, as the lender of the 
American armies, would have been 
shot or hung or decapitated. As the 
greatest leader of that time, he would 
have bad to lay down his life as a 
warning to all future conspirators. 
Washington not only ran the risk of 
the battlefield, but also the risk of the 
executioners ax. 

George Washington placed his prop- 
erty also in jeopardy. His wife was 
not only rich in ber own right, but 
Washington himself was considered 
one of the wealthiest men In all Amer- 
ica. I have seen it stated that he was 
worth at the time of his death over 
$750,000, That, of course, was a fabu- 
lous fortune in his day. Yet Wash- 
ington was rendy to sacrifice all he 
owned as well ns his peace of mind and 
his bead upon the altar of principle if 
America could only be free. 

When a great crisis comes, are you 
and I similarly ready to make a sacri- 
fice for principle’s sake? When we see 
might trlumph over right and Injustice 
over Justice, are we ready to aay; “Here 
is my life. Here is my property. Here 
is the property of my loved ones. I 
stake everything in the struggle which 
I wage to make all men free?” Have 
we the same faith in a Divine Provt- 
dence as George Washington bad? Are 
we ns true to principle as be, as ready 
as he to put liberty, property and life 
itself in peril for the sake of right? Do 
we feel it is better to die right than to 
live wrong? 

George Washington was also stead- 
fast, though he bad to battle against 
and overcome the mismanagement of 
the American statesmen and the jeal- 
ousles of his own generals. Some peo- 
ple think that the only battles Waah- 
ington bad to fight were thosé against 
the English aud the Hessian soldiers. 
George Washington was not always 
“first in the bearts of his countrymen” 
as be was first in war and firat in 
peace. No sooner was he placed in 
command than his enemies at home 
began to conspire against him. After 
the capture of Fort Washington by the 
British these bome enemies tried to 
wrest the commander's sword out of 
George Washington's band and give it 
to Major General Charles Lee. When 
Burgoyne surrendered to Horatio 
Gates at Saratoga, the Couway cabal” 
tried to supplant the old leader with 
this now conqueror from the north. 

The Enemics In Camp. 

Not only did Washington have to 
contend with bis Jealous army officers, 
but ho had to fight „ enemies, who 
wore working against bis plans in con- 
gress. Instead of giving to bim ap 
army recruited from men who bad ew 
listed for two or three yenrs, or for the 
war, these enemies voted to him an 
army made up of men who had enlisted 
for a few months or a year, No sooner 
would Washington plan a battle or a 
campaign than he would find that a 
large part of his soldiers discovered 
that their terms of service bad expired 
and that they were entitled to pack up 
their things and go home, “It is im- 
possible for me in the compass of a 
letter,” he wrote to his brother in 1776, 
“to give you any idea of our situation 
and of my difficuities and of the com- 
stant perplezittes I meet with, derived 
from the unhappy policy of short en- 
Mstments and delaying them too long. 
I am worried almost to death with the 
retrograde motion of things, and 1 sol- 
emanly protest that a pecuniary reward 
of £20,000 a year would not induce me 
to undergo what I do, and, after all, 
perhaps, to lose my character.” Yea, 
yes,

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Here, for instance, is a true gospel 
minister trying to preach Jesus Christ 
in the village or the city church. Who 
ia the greatest enemy he has to fight? 
The saloon keeper? The proprietor 
who runs the low playhouse? The in- 
üdel who never sets foot Inside of a 
church? Oh, no. The greatest retard- 
ment of an average ministers work is 
not to be found outside but Inside the 
church, It is perhaps the church mem- 
ber who refuses to be reconciled to the 
minister because the congregation 
called him instead of another man to 
the pastorate. What is the grentest ob- 
stacle that mother has in the right de- 
velopment of her children? Is it the 
bad example set by her son's cluss- 
mates or her boy’s employer? Ob, no. 
It is the bad example set by the boy's 
own father that does the most effective 
damage. And sọ, wherever we go, we 
find that our greatest struggles must 
often be waged against those people 
who ought to help us instead of trying 
to destroy us. And one of the chief 
reasons why we honor George Wash- 
ington today is because he wont forth 
bravely and faithfully to do bia work 
and did not swerve one Inch from the 
right path, no matter what his enemics 
at home might do or say. 


The Daties of Peace. 

George Washington knew that the 
duties of peace are of vital importance 
and *farreaching in their results. As 
president elect be lifted his band over 
the opened Bible and promised to up- 
hold the. constitution of the United 
States with as solemn a consecration 
and reverence as when be drew his 
sword us the commander of the Revo- 
lutionary armies. He knew that the 
work of the pen was just as important 
as the work of the sword, On his way 
to Inauguration be made this sugges- 
tive entry in his diary: “April 16, 1789 
—About 10 o'clock I bade adieu to 
Mount Vernon. With a mind oppressed 
with more anxious and painful sensa- 
tions than I have words to express I 
set out for New York, with the best 
disposition to render service to my 
country, but witb less hope of answer- 
ing its expectations.” As he stood 
taking a last farewell of his beloved 
Potomac and with anxious eyes tried 
to look into the future George Wasb- 
ington fully realized that his acts as 
first president of the United Stntes 
would make or destroy a nation. And 
yet some people suppose that the only 
great work George Washington did for 
his country was as a soldier and not 
as a statesman, as a leader ot armies 
and not as a leader in the greater work 
of the initiation and administration of 
laws. 

As George Washington's memory is 
cherished for what he did as the first 
president of the United States, so may 
our memory be honored for the bravest 
deeds of heroism accomplished by us 
in times of peace. We may often be 
able to serve our country and people 
in the store and the home as unselfish- 
ly and bravely and nobly as if we don- 
ned a soldier's uniform and marched 
up to the cannon's mouth When 
George Washington, as a young man, | 
was being thanked by the Virginia 
house of burgesses for bis gallantry 
during the French war and for having 
saved the remnant of Braddock’s army, 
he could vot speak a word. He stood 
up in the alsle, stammering and blusb- 
ing and trembling all over like a child. 
With that, Speaker Robinson, noticing 
his embarrassment, came to his rescue 
and sald: “Sit down, Mr. Washington; 
alt down. Your modesty ts equal to 
your valor, nnd that surpasses the pow- 
er of any language that I possess.” 
So, Uke the modesty of Washington, | 
our decds in time of peace may equal 
any deed of military conquest. We 
may be heroes and heroines in civil 
fan's garb. George Washington up- 
holding the Gnancial policy of the sec- 
retary of the treasury, Alexander Ham- 
liton, Just ns important to American 
history as George Washington leading 
his troops across the Delaware; George 
Washington ſu the political councils of 
state, Just as important for American 
success as George Washington under 
the famous elm of Cambridge. 

George Washington lived and died a 
Christian gentleman. If you knew 
nothing of the principles of navigation 
and should see a ship sail up New 
York harbor, you might be surprised. 
You might aay to the commander of 
the ship: “Captain, how was it posal- 
ble for you to steer your ship through 
the trackless deep? Miles and miles 
away is England, and yet you have 
pointed your ship's prow straight into 
the Narrows of New York harbor.” 
Then the captain would take you to 
the DOX in WHich trembies the magnet 
fe needle. Ile would explain to you 
all the laws of the compass; he would 
tell you that no matter which way the 
ship's prow turns that magnetic needle 
always points toward the north pole. 
Then the passage of that abip over the 
trackleas deep coa be made to you very 
simple and plain. When we attempt to 
explain George Washington's career 
without the aid of a divine compass, 
all is inexplicable, bat when we find 
the crosa as the maguetic needle, guid- 
ing Lim over the troubled sea of life, 
then “man's tmpossibilities become 
God's ensies.” 

Washiagion's Divine Compass. 

Henry Cabot Lodge summed up the 
character of George Washington in 
these beautiful words; “I eee in Wash- | 
ington a great soldier, who fought a 
trying war to a successful end, impos- 
sible without him; a great statesman, 
who did more than all other men to lay 
the foundations of a republic which 
has continued in prosperity for more 
than a century. I Gnd in him a mar 
velous judgment, which was never at 
fault; a penetrating vision, which be 
held the future of America when it 
was dim to other eyes; a great intellec- 
tual force, a will of tron, an unyielding 
grasp of facts and an unequaled 
strength of patriotic purpose.” But, 
above and beyond that une conception 
of Washington's character, 1 see a stiit | 
higher beauty.

Would 
that we might be able to use the cross 
as a Magnetic compass to guide us over 
the troubled sea of time into the 
smooth, unruffied sea of eternity, 
Thus we draw near to the close of 
the earthly career of this greatest of 
all Americans. His life and death in 
one sense shall in all probability be 
just the same as our life and death. 
He longed—earnestly and Intensely 
longed—for the time when he could re- 
tura to the beautiful flelds of his dearly 
beloved Mount Vernon. When that de- 
lightful day.at last seemed near, be 
wrote those happy words: “I have re- 
tired from all public employments and 
shall tread the paths of private satis- 
faction. Envious of none, I am deter- 
mined to be pleased with all, and this, 
my dear friend, belng the order of my 
march, I will move gently down the 
stream of life until I sleep with my fa- 
thers." But, alas, alas, less than three 
years after George Washington return- 
ed to bis beautiful Mount Vernon there 
was heard a rustle in the alr. The 
death angel flew down and knocked at 
his door, and within a few hours he 
was gone. So with our lives. We may 
look forward to a happy and glorious 
earthly twilight, but in all probability 
life for all of us means continued work 
to the close. It will mean hard work 
clear up to the end. Then when our 
work is done, whether well or poorly 
done, God will call us, and we must 
go. We shall go in all probability as 
George Washington went—quickly, up- 
expectedly, with hardly a warning. 
May we one and all live as he lived. 
Be able to die as be died. Live in the 
hearts of those with whom we have 
come in contact; live as Washington 
has been—a blessed “father of many 
nations.”

known in the section where he Uves. 
He is unmarried and abont twenty-five 
years of age.
